A SENSATION. 
PLOT TO ASSASINATE ARTHUR. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 28.—The police 
authorities here have a statement made by 
a clerk in the Medical Museum, who says 
that he heard last Wednesday evening some 
men talking wader his window, on Louisiana 
avenue, and that theirconversation indicated 
a plot to assassinate the President within a 
month. A little investigation satisfied the 
police that the conversation referred to was 
carried on between some intoxicated men, 
and was more expressive of a belief that 
assasination might happen than of any in- 
tention to plot forit. The police do not en- 
tertain the slightest apprehensions. There 
has been a good deal of wild talking, but 
the life of the President is believed to be 
perfectly safe. 

A LITTLE DIFFERENT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 28.—A Mr. Bay- 
ley, who is employed in the Army Medical 
Museum, has created something of a sensa- 
tion in police and_official circles by filing a 
sworn statement with the Chief of Police 
that he had overheard a plot to assasinate 
President Arthur. Bayley’s affidavit. is in 
effect that about midnight last Monday night, 
while lying on his bed, which, was in a lower 
front- room of No. 461 Louisiana avenue, he 
heard two men talking of the assasination of 
President Arthur. Bayley states that his 
window blinds were closed, and the two men 
were leaning against a tree-box immediately 
in front of his room; that one of the men 
said it would happen in one month; that 
he, referring to some man whose name 
was not mentioned, had sworn to 
kill President Arthur within that time; 
that the man who had thus sworn 
was a Garfield Republican. Bayley says 
he was.so much agitated that he did not 
know what to do; that next day he informed 
the Chief Clerk of his division of what he 
had heard, and he advised Bayley to report 
the facts to the police. Upon this advice 
Bayley filed his sworn statement. The po- 
lice authorities do not attach much impor- 
tance to this matter, but they have quietly 
taken some precaution for the protection of 
the President. There seems to be no doubt 
that Bayley overheard the conversation he 
reports, but it was probably some half- 
drunken feliows talking. Bayley is a nephew 
of H. P. H. Bayley, of Virginia, who was the 
Republican eandidate for Congress last year, 
and he was appointed to office by Senator 
Logan. He has written to Senator Logan an 
account of the affair. Bayley says he saw 
the men as they walked off, and he can fully 
recognize them.

ROCKWELL AND SWAIM. 
COL. ROCKWELL. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 28.—Officers ex- 
plain the proposed retirement of Col, Rock- 
well from his detail as Superintendent 
of Publie Buildings and Grounds as follows: 
The original creation of the office provided 
that the duties should be performed by the 
Chief of Engineers of the army. Thatofiicer, 
Gen. Humphreys, reported to Congress that 
it was impossible for him to do the work in 
addition to his army duties. It was then 
provided that an officer should be detailed 
from the corps of engineers. Lieut.-Col. 
Michler was first thus designated. He was 
succeeded by Maj. O. E. Babcock, during 
Grant's Administration, who procured the 
insertion of a clause in the Appropriation 
bill that the officer detailed should have the 
rank and pay of a Colonel of Engineers. 
When Presiaent Garfield desired to provide 
A PLEASANT DUTY FOR HIS FRIEND 
Capt. Rockwell, he selected this as appropri- 
ate, and one which should increase his 
friend’s pay from $2,400 to $3,000, and fur- 
nish him with very extensive patronage. 
The detail was ordered te be made. Gen. 
Drum, Adjutant-General of the army, at 
once prepared an argument and decision that 
the detail was illegal, as being from the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the army in- 
stead of the Corpsof Engineers. This was 
supplemented by @ protest from Gen. Wright, 
Chief Engineer, to the same effect. The 
President did not leave the question to the 

Attorney-General, but to 
JUDGE-ADVOCATE GENERAL SWAIM, 
who furnished a written opinion to the ef- 
fect thata clause in the Appropriation bill 
providing for increased rank and pay of dis- 
abled officers repealed the previous provision 
that he should be an officer of the Corps of 
Engineers. The clause simply read: The 
officer detailed as Superintendent of Public 
Buildings and Grounds shall have the rank 
and pay of a Colonel of Engineers.” In ac- 
cordance with this opinion Col. Rockwell 
was appointed. ‘There was much ill-feeling 
created by the oversloughing of the engi- 
neers, and itis known that it has been deter- 
mined to bring the subject to the attention of 
President Arthur at the proper time. It was 
also believed that had President Gartield 
lived Col. Rockwell would have been made 
Quartermaster-General upon the retirement 
of Gen. Meigs, jumping over thirty officers, 
his seniors in rank.

LEAKING OUT. 
FACTS OF THE AUTOPSY GRADUALLY 
COMING TO THE SURFACE. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 28.—It has been as- 
certained, on what would seem to be indis- 
putable authority, that the whole treatment 
of the President’s case is to be gone over 
from beginning to end, in a way that will not 
reflect special glory upon the surgeons who 
were the most closely identified with it. Dr. 
Bliss, with his blundering, gushing ways, 
has never inspired anv confidence here; but 
it is now claimed that, even after Drs. Agnew 
and Ilamilton were called in, Dr. Bliss con- 
tinued to“ humbug the public, and, 
to a certain extent, the consulting 
physicians. Rumors of the most dam— 
aging kind are quietly passing around, 
and itis said that before a month passes the 
/Esculapian battle will be fierce. That mod-

Is there anything tarther than you stated 
this morning, Doctor, that yon would like to

‘The attending 
physicians went out of their way to contro- 
vert my statement in regard to the diseased 
condition of the lungs.

The other physicians really desired 
to exclude him from the autopsy, but, as he 
was arelative of the family, they were not 
able to do so. The lungs were cat open and 
found full of pus points, as Boynton had 
predicted. A portion of one lung placed in 
a glass of water sank to the bottom. Had 
the lungs not been full of pus, their cells 
would have caused the piece to float.

Showed evidence of an abscess, but it was 
not cut open. The right kidney, however, 
was found to contain a pus cavity. Finally, 
the spine was discovered to be injured, and 
the track of the ball was found, but no bul- 
let. It was suggested that the intestines be 
searched. When they were lifted up the 
bullet was found at the bottom of the bowl. 
There were evidences that it had been en- 


exactly from what locality it came. The 
statement was made that the President died 
from the effects of a rupture of one of the 
mesenteric arteries, butthe doctors have not 
taken the pains to describe which one.

ALAN. N. Y., Sept. 28.—Up to today one- 
third of the delegates to the Republican State 
Convention, which is to be heldin New York 
next Wednesday, Oct. 5, have been chosen. The 
whole number is 496. Of this number, 164 have 
been elected. From an examination of the list, 
according to the announced preferences of tne 
delegates, it is seen that the popular opposition 
to Mr. Conkling and the Conkling machine is 
fully as bitter, determined, and widespread as it 
was last May, when the Senators de- 
serted their positions in the United States 
Senate and sought a * vindication.” 
The number of counties which have heretofore 
been classed as under the personal direction of 
Mr. Conkling, but which this year elect defegates 
opposed to the ex-Senator’s policy and methods, 
isremarkably large. Leaving out of cousidera- 
tion eightcen seats which are contested, the 
„machine bas so far elected only three dele- 
gates in one district Of Monroe County, twoin 
Chemung County, and one in the Second Dis- 
trict of Ulster County—six in all. Three others 
are considéred doubtful, but the remaining 137, 


‘according to the best information furnished 


dere, are pronounced anti-Conkling men. 
The contested cases occur in three districts of 
Oneida and the First District of Oswego County. 
Oneida is the home of Mr. Conkling, and there 
the fight against him has been most bitter. In 
all three districts the evidence shows that the 
Stalwarts were beaten, but they made a fight 
over the organization of the District Convention 
in each case, and flually withdrew in a body and 
named a new set of Conkling delegates. In the 
First District the Senator himself heads the bolt. 
In the Twentieth District the Conkling tactics 
were revealed. The machine had but eight out 
the forty-eight delegates iu the 
body, yet these eight withdrew after being 
beaten on the preliminary organization, and or- 
ized a contesting delegation to go to New 
érk to make trouble. Outside of Utica and 
Syracuse, none of the large cities have heid 
their convention. The machine’’ is strongest 
in these places, and the Conkling crowd expect 
to send solid delegations from them. It is prob- 
able, however, that there will be many con- 
tested cases, so that the organization of the 
State Convention will be accompanicd by much 
wrangling and confusion. From the pres- 
ent outlook it seems quite probable that 
Conkling will find himself in the 
minority at New York. Among the delegates 
already elected are Gen. Warner Miller, Col- 
lector Robertson, Chauncey M. Depew, Con- 
gressmen Hiscock and West, Senator Lo Ses- 
sions, Gen. Husted, Carroll E. Smith, editor of 
the Syracuse Journal, and Roscoe Conkling and 
George B. Sloan among the contestants.

Gilman, of Stearns County, receiv- 
ing the honor of a nomination; the 
resent Secretary of Fred 
on Baumbach; Chartes 
Kittleson; and Attorney-Generai J. W. Haun 
being similarly complimented. For State-Audit- 
or, W. Braden, of Fillmore County, scored a 
victory, while Gen. James H. Baker was nom- 
inated for Railway Commissioner in place of ex- 
Gov. W. R. Marshall, the present incumbent. 
For Justices of the Supreme Court there was no 
contest, except between Judge Greenleaf Clark, 
of St. Paul, and Judge H. Vander ourg, of Min- 
neapolis, the resent appointee; Judges 
Mitchell -and Dickinson being renominated 
without opposition. Judge Vanderburg re- 
ceivea the support of the Hubbard delegation, 
and was nominated by a large majority. The 
number of votes cast being too large, the nomi- 
nation was afterwards made by acclamation. 
Judge Mitchell is a Democrat. For Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, Sam H. Nichols, the present in- 
cumbent, was renomnated, receiving only 1 
majority over several competitors. 

Gen. Hubbard, nominee for Governor, was 
born in Troy, N. Y., 1836, was educated at Gran- 
ville Academy, and came West in 1854, settling in 
Red Wing in 1858, and started the Red Wing 
Republican. In 1861 he enlisted as a private iu 
the Fifth Minnesota, and on the organization of 
the regiment was elected Lieutenant-Colonel, 
being promoted to Colonel and succeeding to 
the command of the brigade ai Coriuth. After 
the battle of Nashville be was promoted to Brig- 
adier-Generail. In 1868 he was nominated tor 
Congress by the Kepublicans of the Second Dis- 
trict, but, the nomination being contested, he 
declined. He has served two terms in the State 
Senate. 

The result of the Republican Convention has 
caused considerable feeling, not only among 
friends of the defeated candidates, but among 
those who are desirous of seeing the bond qucs- 
tion settled. It is feared by some that the nomi- 
nation of Gen. Hubbard will bave.a direct effect 
ou the deliberations of the extra session called to 
take action regarding the bonds, as, notwith- 
standing the complimentary plank in the 
platform, the chauge from Gov. Pilisbury, a 
warm friend of a settlement, to Gen. Hubbard, 
who, if he is not a Repudiauonist, bas been 
strongly supported by that element, gives rise 
to fear of furtner delay.

ference; the continuance of the policy of a me- 
tallic currency based on the standard of the 
gold dollar: the fostering and encouragement of 
the commerce and manufacturing of the coun- 
try by such incidental protection as a necessary 
and discrinrinating tariff will afford; the just 
protection of agricultural interests by such Na- 
tional legislation as will reduce to the 
minimum the cost of transportation of the 
products of the farms to the markets 
of the world; a continuance of the 
high standard of the National credit which 
we as a Nationenjoy by the preservation untar- 
nished of the public taith and the prompt pay- 
ment of all honest obligations; the enactment 
and rigid enforcement of laws prehibiting the 
imposition of assessments upon cierks and em- 
ployés of the Government for the purpose of 
defraymg election expense; and the establish- 
ment of a permanent system of examination 
which shall secure the highest efficiency in the 
public service. 

Second—That a continuance of a free govern- 
ment under republican forms is dependent upon 
the preservation of the fullest and most perfect 
right to the untrammelea and independent ex- 
ercise by every elector to express his opinions 
upon men and measures by means of a free and 
secret ballot, and to that end we denounce as a 
biow aimed at the permanency of free institu- 
tions any attempt, whether by force, intimida- 
tion. or fraud, to control, cover, or defeat the 
independent action of the eiectors at any elec- 
tion, whether State or National. 

Third—That, recognizing the importance of 
preserving the purity, independence, and integ- 
rity of the judiciary, we deem ita sentiment in 
which all men must agree that it should at ail 
times be the aim and desire of every good cit- 
izen to elevate itas faras possible above the 
domain of party politics. and that emincnot 
learning, purity of public and private character, 
and fearlesness in discharge of duty should be 
the only passports toaseat upon the judicial 
beach. 

Resolved, That in Chester A. Arthur, upon 
whom has fallen the mantie of this illustrious 
man, we hope to find a successor who will 
in nowise disappoint the just expecta- 
tion of the Republican party or of the 
country; chosen by the Nation as the associate 
of Gen. Garfleld on the Presidential ticket, and 
elected by the people to be his suceessor in any 
emergeucy which might render such succession 
necessary, the Republicans of Minnesota, with 
due appreciation of the peculiar embarrassment 
surrounding his assumption of the office, and in 
full expectation of bis faithfulness to the pre- 
cepts of the party and bis devotion to the best 
interests of the country. pledge to him their 
cordial, cumsiderate, and united support.

Z. That, in view of the exposure of extensive 
frauds in the Postal and Treasury Departments 
under the last Federal Administration, the peor 
pie demand prompt and unfaltering prosecution 
of thieves. Their successful operations prove 
that there WII be no real reform in the manage- 
ment of the departments of the Federal Gov-. 
ernment without a sweeping change therein. 
Sincere civil-service reform will begin with the 
return to Jeffersonian tosts for officeholders: bon- 
ast. vapability, and faithfulness to the Consti- 
tution.

facts, we hereby reaffirm the following 
resolution of the Democratic State Convention 
of 1879: “That the recent attempt, under the 
personal direction of the ruling Republican 
leaders, to debauch the Legislature by whole- 
sale bribery and corruption, and take from the 
Commonwealth $4,000,000 for which its liability 
had never beeu ascertained, is a fresh and 
alarming evidence of the aggressiveness of the 
corporate power in collusion with political 
rings, and should receive the signal condemna- 
tion of the people.“ 

6. That the Democratic party of Pennsylvania, 
regardful of the State's honor and its interests, 
piedges itself to a just application of the public 
money; to the public service, to economy in 
the Government expenditures, that people may 
be lightly burdened and the purity of tne Ad- 
ministration preserved: to the abolition of all 
useless offices. and lopping off of all super- 
numerarv officials; to the lowest practicavie 
rates of interest on State loans, without regard 
for the advantage of syndicates or speculators; 
to sleepless vigilance aguinst the growth and 
exactions of monopolies; to watchfully guard 
the public interests against the pretensions of 
the great transportation companies to be above 
the fundamental law governing all else within 
the borders of the State; to a vigorous collec- 
tion of all taxes lawfully laid upon corporations 
chartered or doing business in Pennsylvania, 
and to investigation into, correction of, and 
pmo ty for the frauds and wastes which 

ave for years permeated the various depart- 
ments of the State Government under Republic- 
an control. 

7. That no monopoly or exclusive right in the 
forces of nature, in grants of eminent domain, 
in the diffusion of information among the ~~ 
by telegraph and associations for funishing dis- 

atches to the press, or grant of privileges af- 

ecting the daily business of the 
citizen, can, or ought rightfully 
to exist under our form of government. These 
are at all times to be subject to such legislative 
regulations and control as the rights and inter- 
ests of the people demand: that the delegated 
power of Congress to regulate commerce amoug 
the States and the reserved power of the States 
to regulate the same within their borders should 
be forthwith exercised to prevent unjust dis- 
crimination by common carriers against individ- 
uals and localities, and all provisions of the Con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania relative to the excer- 
cise and abuse of corporate franchise, and the 
duties of common carriers to the public should 
be enforced without delay by appropriate legis- 
lation; that all governmental power sbould be 
used in restraint of monopolies, and not in aid of 
them, and simple and speedy remedies should be 
provided by legislative enactment by which any 
citizen injured in his business may in the State 
and Federal courts, by due process of law, have 
quick, certain, and adequate redress for corpo- 
ration wrongs; that vested rights must be pro- 
tected and respected, and great corporations 
warring between themselves to the injury of 
public interests and their own shareholders 
must be regulated and controlied by wise and 
effective laws; that franchises of the property 
ot the people shall be granted and exercised 
solely for the public benefit and subject to im- 
mediate and absolute forfeiture by due process 
of thedaw when used for oppression or extor- 
tion or when otherwise abused. No corporation 
can be above the people or the law. 

We thus reaffirm the ancient doctrine of the 
Democratic party, and most cordially invite our 
fellow-citizens of whatever party to join with 
us in carrying out the principles and policy 
which we hereby announce, to the advocacy of 
which we pledge ourselves until the right shall 
prevail. 

Reso'ved, That all good citizens, regardless of 
perez atliliations, sincerely mourn the death of

A Letter of Explanation and Defense 
of Gov. Jerome, of Mich- 


igan. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 28.—On account of the 
refusal of the Port Huron Relief Committee to 
join with the Detroit Committee in a consol- 
idated plan of relief, the members of the De- 
troit Fire Relief Associaton all resigned to- 
night. They have sent the following letter to 
Gov. Jerome: 

To His Excellency D. H. Jerome, Governor o 
Michigan—Dear Sin: La portions of 2 
State lying between Lake Huron and Saginaw 
Bay were devastated by fires on the 5th of this 
month. On the sta inst. a citizens’ 
meeting was held in Detroit, at which 
this committee was appointed to col- 
lect subscriptions and supplies and to devise 
measures for the gclief of the sufferers by the 
fire. Appreciating the magnitude of the under- 
taking and the absolute necessity of system, es- 
pecially as some of the members of this com- 
mittee had been members of the Kelief Com- 
mittee of 1871, the first measures we instituted 
were the division of the burnt country into dis- 
tricts and the appointment of responsible local 
agents, which we did with the advice of the most 
prominent citizens resident in the burnt coun- 
try. The work of relief was prosecuted by 
us with the utmost energy and the dest 
judgment we could bring to the solution 
of the problem of relieving the immediate wants 
of some 2,000 families. and of placing them ulti- 
mately, but as rapidly as possible, in a self-sus- 
taining position. On the léth inst. you issued a 
proclamation in which you reviewed the great 
disaster that had fallen upon agarge portion of 
our State, and concluded with the recommenda- 
tiou that contributions of money and supplies 
should be sent to this committee. 2 — 
ing the responsibility involved, we have endeav- 
ored faithfully to administer the bounty 
of the charitable that daily flowed 
in to this committee. However, on the 20th 
inst., you issued another proclamation, one 
effect of which was to decentraiize and divide 
contributions, and to draw from the committee 
the uniary power of relief, the moral respon- 
sibility of extending which you had in your pre- 
vious prociamation largely fixed upon it in the 
minds of the peopie. e practical operation 
of having several relief companies in the field 
soliciting subscriptions, without the plan of co- 
operation as to distribution, each committee 
working through different sets of agents in the 
burnt country, soon convinced us of the necessi- 
ty of united action, and of 
rangement of a pian of 
amoug the various committees 
were operating among the sufferers to the end 
that the contributions of the charitable might 
be economically and effectively administered, 
especially so as it was probabie that even with 
united administration the amount contributed 
would fall short of being sufficient to support 
15,000 people who had lost nearly everything un- 
til they could support themselves by tilling the 
earth. For the purpose of arranging a codpera- 
tive plan of action a circular letter was sent to 
the Kelief Committees of Port Huron, Saginaw 
City, East Saginaw, Bay City, and Flint on the 
22d inst. inviting them to a conference meeting 
here on the 27th inst. This meeting was 
held yest erday and attended by delegates from 
each of the cities mentioned except Port Huron. 
No difficulty was experienced in arranging a 
plan of eodperation with each of the commit- 
tees represented, but it is tne sense of this com- 
mittee that, owing to the non-attendance of the 
Port Huron committee, evidencing as it 
did an unwillingness to codperate, no 
com prehensive plan of codéperation 
can successfully inaugurated. The 
public efforts of the several relief commit- 
tees to collect funds, the almost daily issuance 
of appeals to the Mayors of cities and to the 
citizens of the United States generally, is undig- 
nified and calculated to retiect discredit on 
State and the cause. The absence of codpera- 
tion among the committees must lead to the 
distribution of excessive supplies in some quar- 
ters to the detriment of others. The presence of 
several relief agents in many of the districts 
and towns will inevitably -facilitate people, 
who are in some cases sufferers and others im- 
pusters, in drawing relief from more than one 
source, thereby throwing wide open the door to 
imposition generally, and will lead to waste and 
prodigality, and, in short, to the frittering of 
what perhaps might have been a competency for 
the sufferers, contributed by the generosity of a 
Nation at all times charitable, but especially 80 
now in the hour of its chastening and uffliction, 
and in the end to poverty, want, and destitution, 
all of which could be preveated by concentra 
action and administration. We are unwilling to 
bear the responsibility of the present system, 
against which we have protested and are pow- 
eriess to change. or the purpose of 
endeavoring to secure a concentration and 
centralization of the work of relief, which we 
believe is absolutely necessary to prevent ex- 
travawence and waste, we respectfully tender 
our resignations to the citizens ot Detroit, who 
have honored us by designating us as their Re- 
lief Committee, and to you who have so signally 
expressed your confidence in us, with the re- 
quest that you would appoint a quasi-State com- 
mission of gentiemen of sufficient leisure to at- 
tend to the work, to administer the en- 
tire relief tund, as we satisfied 
that unless this work centralized 
under one administration great suffering 
and destitution must inevitably eventually 
ensue, for the causes we have pointed out. We 
are aware that there is no legal authority for 
the appointment of such a commission, but we 
doubt if any relief committee would assume the 
moral responsibility of refusing to turn over its 
tunds to a commission 80 appointed. Upon no-

HYDROPHOBIA. 


A Fatal Case at the Chicage Avenue 
Police Station. 

John Boyd,a painter, 55 years of age, living 
with bis blind wife and l4-year-vid boy at No. 
76 Bellevue place, died at 12:05 o'clock this 
morning at the Chicago Avenue Station from 
what was pronounced by the attending physi- 
cians to be genuine hydrophobia.

Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh has likewise informed the President 
that his resignation from the Cabinet was not 
intended to be an empty form, but a sincere 
expression of his wish to retire from office. 
Both these gentlemen were Independent Re- 
publicans. They represented that wing of 
the party in President Garfiela’s Administra- 
tion. They doubtless feel that there will be 
no place for them, or any like them, under 
President Arthur. But they may be mis- 
taken. It is unfortunate, at least, that they 
have chosen to force the fighting. While they 
may be anxious to relieve the new President 
from any possible embarrassment, they owe 
it to themselves and the principles which 
they uphold to give Gen. Arthur a full op- 
portunity to declare himself with reference 
to that element in the Republican party 
which they represented. Their resignations 
should have been neither more nor less per- 
emptory than those of other members of the 
Cabinet and the foreign Ministers. 


THE Extreme Left of the French Chambers 
has issued a manifesto against the war in 
Africa, and the Cabinet Council has solemnly 
decided to ignore the publication in question. 
But the Cabinet Council cannot much longer 
ignore the fact that the war was ill-advised, 
and has already cost a sum of money that 
will be poorly represented in the com- 
plete conquest of Tunis. Louis Philippe 
wittily said that France had one opera- 
box” in Africa in the shape of Algeria, and 
would not soon care to have another. But 
the French Republic has already indulged 
in the extravagance of a second box—this 
time at the comic opera. The only country 
that can possibly gain by having France em- 
ployed in Africa is, of course, Germany; and 
Prince Bismarck is said to be already con- 
gratulating himself upon the masterstroke 
of policy which allowed his heriditary foe 
to have a fair field and no favor on the other 
side of the Mediterranean. Even Italy is 
said to be now almost reconciled to the situ- 
ation; for, as Mr. Grant Duff remarked the 
other day, Italy has been saved by the 
French intervention in Tunis from the ru- 
inous imprudence of some day interven 
there herself.” 1

THERE is occasion for surprise at any tim 
when wheat rises seven cents a bushel in a 
singie day, but such surprise is naturally in- 
creased by the present unhealthy conditions 
of the market. The freight rates are un- 
precedentedly low, and yet the grain at rul- 
ing prices in Chicago is not shipped to the 
seacoast except at a loss to the speculative 
holders. The local warehouses are nearly 
full at a season when the grain ought to be 
going forward to the Eastern and foreign 
markets. Both buyers and ‘shippers must 
look forward to a large advance in freights 
as soon as lake navigation closes or the rail- 
road freight war is ended. The wheat crop 
may be largely short and the corn crop under 
an average, and yet the surplus, whatever it 
may be, will be coming in within the next 
sixty days; it cannot be stored if the ware- 
houses remain full, and must be shipped at 
whatever the railroad companies may see fit 
to exact for its carriage. The bulk of any 
advance in rates must be borne by the prod- 
uce itself, and lessen the value thereof at 
the point of shipment. The high and strong 
market for produce under these adverse con- 
ditions is certainly the most remarkable ex- 
perience known on the Board of Trade these 
many years. 


JEFFERSON DAVIs expresses a character- 
istic desire to live long enough and have 
strength enough to vert American history 
for the benefit of Southern school-children.

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THe Eastern special correspondents are 
filling the newspapers with rumors and spec- 
ulations in regard to the formation of a new 
Cabinet. The chief significance of all this is 
that the spoils-hunting schemers, who look 
upon Arthur's accession to the Presidency 
as a new opportunity for themselves, have 
succeeded in spreading the impression that a 
radical change is to be made. Any such im- 
pression is a point gained for them, since it 
goes to accustom the public mind to the con- 
templation of a break-up of Garfield’s Cabi- 
net. But the product of aspirants for Cabi- 
net places growing out ef the accepted theory 
of change is something appalling. The no- 
bodies who are mentioned in connection with 
a new Cabinet exceed in number and in 
obscurity those who put themselves forward 
at the time the late President Garfield was 
engaged in making up his Cabinet. There 
seems to be a purpose in certain quarters, 
too, to malign the Acting President in ad- 
vance by fastening upon him men whom he 
could notsummon to his Cabmet without 
bringing his Administration into contempt. 
This effort may be sufficiently illustrated by 
mentioning the name of ex-Senator Dorsey, 
which has been heard of late principally in 
connection with star-route matters. Mr. 
Dorsey is not the only unfit person, however, 
who has been pushed to the front in these 
rumors and speculations, which should be 
regarded as unfair to President Arthur until 
confirmed by some act of his own. 

Tux State Board of Equalization has fixed 
the valuations of property for taxable pur- 
poses in this State for the present year. The 


propositions to pile up the valuations for this 
county were, as usual, severe, but were | 
eventually reduced to merely a small ad- 


vance over that of last year, ‘‘‘he represent- 
atives from this county labored with great 


zeal, and while they succeeded in having the 
figures reduced to reasonable rates, it is per- 
haps to be regretted that they were as suc- 
cessful as they proved to be. The addition 
of $40,000,000 or $50,000,000 to the valuation 
of this county would not have been a great 
calamity. The State tax is so light that the 
difference in the valuation would have 
amounted to very little in the taxation of 
this county. But it wonld have made a ma- 
terial difference in the matter of local rev- 
enue. The tax valuation of Cook County is 
so sinall that it does not permit the collection 
of revenue sufficient for municipal purposes. 
The city is quite deficient in its revenue. It 
cannot provide police enough to preserve 
order and protect life and property. It can- 
not borrow money, and cannot raise it by 
taxation. Had the State Board added, with 
proper distribution, forty or fifty millions of 
dollars to the taxable valuation of the prop- 
erty in this county, it would have enabled 
the city to collect a sufficiency of revenue to 
cover the expenses of the Municipal Govern- 
ment, and extricated the city from what is 
likely to prove a serious embarrassment. 


THE GAMBLING IN GRAIN. 
The London Times of Sept. 14 begins an 
editorial denouncing the Liverpool cotton 
corner“ in these words: 


The arrest of a great indust®@y, and the sus- 
pension of the —* 4 of a large number of oper- 
atives, as the result of the proceedings of a ring 
of gamblers, are matters which it is impossible 
to regard with indifference. 


The gambling by corners in cotton is a 
small business compared with the now com- 
mon practice of gambling in the grain pro- 
ductions of the United States. Last month 
there was a corner in wheat in this city, 
which closed at the end of the month, leav- 
ing, it is represented, a clear profit to the 
operators of $3,000,000, It is said that an- 
other corner in wheat is now progressing, in 
which it is represented that the successful 
managers of the August corner are now on 
the outside, with a prospect of being plua- 
dered not only of their August gains, but of 
a large amount in addition. As this corner 
business is not confined to wheat, but may 
be repeated every month in the year in corn, 
oats, barley, pork, lard, and other grain and 
provisions, the field for gambling in all these 
productions is a large one. Moreover, the 
stocks of these commodities are so great and 
the facilities for transportation to the cor- 
nered markets are so extensive that it 
now requires an immense amount of 
money and credit to suceessfully main- 
tain one of these operations. The great 
abundance of money now in the United 
States has given an impetus to speculation 
which is without precedent in this country, 
and a result of this is shown, as was stated 
in this paper yesterday, in the fact that all 
the warehouses in Chicago and most of the 
warehouses within 300 miles of this city are 
filled to their capacity, and hardly a load of 
the standard grades of wheat or corn is 
sold for shipment. This is extraordinary at 
this date. There are no less than 7,000,000 
bushels of corn now warehoused in this city 
alone, The speculators own all the grain 
here andin the warehouses in the surround- 
ing country, and are holding it at prices 
which do not admit of its shipment, even at 
the low rates of transportation. We men- 
tioned yesterday the shipment of corn (low 
grade) from Chicago to Baltimore at 4, 
cents per bushel, and today we have to 
record several shipments of corn to Buffalo 
at one cent per bushel! Even at these rates 
standard grades of grain cannot be shipped; 
the prices here will not permit it. 

Can this condition of affairs be maintained 
much longer? ‘The exceptionally low rates 
of transportation to the seaboard are the re- 
sult of bad faith among the railroad com- 
panies in June, followed by a war in which 
each of the trunk-lines has been endeavoring 
to destroy the others. This strife will soon 
be adjusted, and rail rates will be increased 
from the what-you-can-get to an arbitary 
rate ranging from 2 to 35 cents per 100 
pounds. In a short time lake and canal 
transportation will be closed. The prices of 
grainin New York and Liverpool will then 
have to be increased by the difference be- 
tween the present rates of transportation and 
over 2 cents per 100 pounds or there must 
be a fallin Chicago equal to that difference: 
Which will it be? ; 

Speculators seem to ignore the fact that 
the shortage in the corn crop is much less 
than has been claimed by the bulls, and that 
owing to the long dry weather of the sum- 
mer the corn will be hardened and fit to mar- 
Ket several weeks earlier than usual. This 
corn will soon be heard from. It will be 
poured into marke ‘sale at the enormous 
prices at which K is he in unprecedented 
quantities. It seems alschto be ignored that 
this year there has been an immense crop of 
hay, while last year there was a poor one. 
Last year there was a very long and hard 
winter. This year the winter will probably 
be short and mild. The rains and warm sun 
of the last and present month have started a 
new growth of pasture grass, which will 
furnish tood for the cattle far into the win- 
ter, thus enabling farmers to sell corn to the 
speculators instead of feeding it to the hogs 
and cattle as was the case last winter. The 
crop of corn in 1881 is undoubtedly less than 
in 1880, but, owing to the abundance of hay 
and oats and other feed, and the difference 
in the length and severity of the winters, the 
proportion of corn for sale will be much 
greater this year than in 1880. Farmers will 
not be compelled to hold corn to feed stock 
when corn is commanding the abnormal price 
of 70 cents per bushel in Chicago. 

Speculators, therefore, who are holding 
wheat at $1.41 and corn at 70 cents, with a 
view of selling it at a great profit, may possi- 
bly come to grief, and that too before very 
long. With an advance of 300 per cent in 
the present rate of transportation, and a 
heavy supply of corn offering for sale, those 
who are buying wheat and corn at present 
prices may have to wait some time to get 
their money back. 

Strange as it may seem, the orders which 
are pouring into this city by every mail to 
buy wheat and corn are from people in Iudi— 
ana, Missouri, Kansas, and other somewhat 
remote points. People possessed of money 
have faith enough to venture it in wheat and 
corn at present prices. It seems to us that, 
except for mere gambling or betting, there 
must soon be a break in prices, spreading 
ruin and bankruptcy among the betting pop- 
ulation. Millions are at stake, and millions 
are certain to be lost. 


CHINESE RETALIATION. 

The news from China is to the effect that 
the Celestials are dissatisfied with the recent 
treaty negotiations between their country 
and America—a treaty to which their Gov- 
ernment freely consented and inserted many 
clauses; and that the recent withdrawal of 
the Chinese students from Hartford to be 
called home and others to be placed in Euro- 
pean colleges is solely ascribable to the hos- 
tile sentiments that prevail there against the 
treaty. Under such circumstances it is of 
some interest to know the character of the 
treaty that was made last year by the Com- 
missioners Plenipotentiary of this country 
and freely agreed to by the Chinese Commis- 
sioners. The only restrictive clause in the 
treaty is that which provides that “ When- 
ever, in the opinion of the Government of 
the United States, the coming of Chinese 
laborers te the United States, or their resi- 
dence thurn in, affeets or threatens to affect the 
interes that country, to endanger the 
good order of the sald country, or ef 
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any locality within the territory there | 


of, the Government of China agrees 
thas the Government of the United 
States may regulate, limit, or suspend 
such coming or residence, but may not 
absolutely prohibit it.” This limitation, 
however, is required to be “ reasonable,“ and 
applies only to Chinese who come as competi- 
tive laborers. It allows Chinese teachers, 
students, and merchants, and those traveling 
from curiosity, together with all their body 
and household servants, to go and come 
without interference of any kind. It pro- 
vides that the thousands of Chinese laborers 
who are now here shall be allowed to go and 
come of their own accord, and it secures 
them all the “ rights, privileges, immunities, 
and exemptions which are accorded to the 
citizens and subjects of the most favored 
nations,” although notone of these thousands 
ever intends to become an American citizen, 
or to assimilate in any way with the Amerti- 
cau people. More than this, the treaty pro- 
vüles that if any Chinese laborers or Chinese 
ofany class, residing here temporarily or 
permanently, meet with ill-treatment, the 
Government of this country will protect 
them. 

With the commercial treaty the Chinese 
find no fault, as its provisions are mutually 
protective and do not discriminate in favor of 
either country. What galls them is that they 
cannot empty fresh ship-loads of coolies and 
courtesans upon our shores as heretofore 
without restriction and crowd our Pacific 
Coast with the lowest refuse of their cities, 
packed on shipboard like hogs and dirtier 
than those animals, owned, body, soul, and 
breeches, by the Six Chinese Companies,“ 
and bringing nothing with them but vice, 
dirt, and disease, and to such an extent that 
they have to be quarantined off in settlements 
by themselves where they exist in any num- 
ber and placed under the severest regulations 
to prevent them from contaminating civilized 
localities, 

Because the United States Government 
has asserted the right to protect itself against 
this wholesale exportation of coolies the 
Chinese have withdrawn their students from 
our colleges. If the pig-tailed Celestials 
think that they inflict any injury upon us by 
this act they are much mistaken. We can 
get along without their students much bet- 
ter than we can with their opium-amoking 
coolies. No American would take it seri- 
ously to heart if he never again saw a China- 
man of any degree, and it would be an 
occasion for general rejoicing if the Chinese 
Government would also order every China- 
man in this country to go home and stay 
there. We have all we need of them 
now, and more too. They have occasioned 
nothing but trouble ever since they landed on 
the Pacific Coast. They have swarmed into 
places belon ‘ng to better men, because they 
can herd together like swine and live in a 
way not possible to imitate. They have 
brought nothing to this country except their 
vices, which are beastly, their diseases, 
which are loathsome, and their habits, which 
are disgusting. They do not consider them- 
selyes as amenable to our laws, though they 
claim their protection. They do not affiliate 
with American habits and customs like 
other foreigners, because they have no in- 
tention of ever becoming American citizens. 
There are no points in common between 
Americans and Chinese, nor is China at all 
interesting or important to Americans. It 
would be a matter of supreme indifference 
if they never heard of the country again. 
The only class of people in this eountry who 
have any interest at all in China are old 
ladies, who fancy they cannot get along 
without Chinese tea. So far as the Chinese 
students are concerned, while we may have 
some regret that the pig-tailed young gentle- 
men have lost the opportunity to get civil- 
ized ideas into their Celestial craniums, we 
have no special sorrow over their departure, 
because we would rather lose them than en- 
dure any further importation of coolies. In 
point of fact, it would be better for this 
country if the Chinese Government would 
immediately order every one of its subjects 
home and forbid them from ever again 
coming to America. If the Chinese do not 
like us, let them stay away. We certainly 
do not want them here. 


NO ENTANGLING FOREIGN ALLIANCE. 

The London Spectator has seized upon the 
remarkable display of good feeling and sym- 
pathy manifested towards this country by 
Great Britain in connection with the death 
of the late lresident as an appropriate oc- 
casion to recommend and in fact to repeat 
the suggestion of a closer alliance between 
the two countries. Its recommendation is to 
the effect that this country interferein Eu- 
ropean politics with England, and haye a 
voice among the other Great Powers. lt 
would amount practically to the establish- 
ment of a protectorate for Great Britain. 
Much as this country prized the kindly ex- 
pressions of the British people in her hour 
of trouble, the proposition is one that can 
never be accepted. ‘There is only one 
way in which this country could enter 
into an offensive and defensive alliance 
with Great Britain, and that would 
be in the event of the annexation of the 
British Empire and its colonies. If England, 
Scotland. Ireland, and Canada were to be- 
come States in our Republic and her outly- 
ing possessions were turned into colonial 
territories, and the inyperial Government 
were transferred with all its machinery and 
resources to this country, such an alliance 
could be completed. But this of course is 
impracticable as well as undesirable, and it 
would not be for the interest of either coun- 
try. 

Even if it were entirely practical to make 
such an alliance as the Spectator suggests, 
England does not need it, or any defense 
from us. All she has to do for her own safe- 
ty is to maigtain her policy of peace and take 
good care of her own defenses. There are 
only two dangers that can confront her. 
One of them is the possibility of foreign in- 
vasion, and the only Powers in position to in- 
vade her are France and Germany. But En- 
gland has been free from successful foreign 
invasion for 800 years, since the time of the 
Norman Conquest, and she is in just 
as good condition now to repel an 
invasion of France or Germany as at 
any time during these eight centuries. 
Sheis not in any serious danger of it. She 
is perfectly capable of defending her shores 
from a foreign foe if the Government takes 
the proper steps for defense. She has a 
population of thirty-five millions, and they 
boast of being a fighting race, and have 
shown themselves to be such on many a well- 
fought field. The Goverument could raise 
anarmy of a million able-bodied soldiers at 
any time if it would pay them adequate 
wages. Llithertoits policy has been to make 
its soldiers serve for almost nothing and to 
squander millions of money upon superfiu- 
ous Officers, just as it does in its civil service. 
If it would reverse that policy and adopt the 
American method of paying its private 
soldiers well in time of war and cutting 
down the list of useless and high-paid 
officers, it would soon have an army that no 
Power in Europe could assail with temerity. 

The other danger which confronts Great 
Britain is the menacing attitude of Russia 
towards India. But while Russia has a 
much greater domestic population than Great 
Britain, the latter has vastly greater pecuni- 
ary resources than the former and ean trans- 
fer her armies there by sea at a fraetion of 
the expense that it would cost Russia to 
cross the almost boundless and desolate step | 


pesand mountains of Asia by railroad or 
any other way. Great Britain can land in 
India any number of troops to keep Russia 
out, if she deems India worth the keeping, 
and if she will pay her men a sufficient com- 
pensation to induce them to take the field. 
It would be much better for her to pay them 
than to expect the United States to help her 
retain India. No warlike offensive and de- 
fensive alliance is possible between the two 
countries, nor will this Republic ever use her 
army to fight against foreign Powers except 
in her own defense. All Great Britain has 
to do is to preserve her peace policy and to 
apply her resources in the most practical 

manner for defense and she will always be 
secure. She needs no alliance with us ex- 
cept that of kindly feeling, and that she has. 

WALLER AND LIEB. 

When Hermann Lieb read Commissioner 
Waller's recent letter in reply to his report 
he must have felt something like the fellow 
who declared it would have been money in 
his pocket if he had never been born. Com- 
missioner Waller’s letter, tho rather long, 
was certainly crushing. It points out to Lieb 
that, tho a subordinate, he had been acting 
the part of a busybody, a poke-your-nose- 
into-othe r-people’s-business,” and had neg- 
lected the affairs of the department under 
his immediate supervision for whieh he was 
paid for attending to. Mr. Waller also 
showed very conclusively that Lieb was him- 
self responsible for all the shortcomings of 
which he had complained, and that the latter, 
to put the case in Waller’s phraseology, has 
none of “ the business qualities or capabili- 
ties necessary to the successful management 
of a large financial office requiring correct 
records and an accurate system of accounts.” 

As a matter of fact, Lieb’s administration 
of the Water Department is not the first evi- 
dence he has given of his entire incapacity 
for large public business. His. record as 
County Clerk ought to have been sufficient 
to exclude him from any position of much 
responsibility. His management of the 
County Clerk's office was notoriously care- 
less, inefficient, and extravagant. IIIs man- 
agement of the Water Department seems to 
have been equally loose, and if not equaily 
extravagant it is only because he had not the 
same discretion as to expenditure nor the 
same latitude for wastage. 

Unfortunately Commissioner Waller, tho 
Lieb’s superior officer, has not authority to 
dismiss his subordinate, tho he ought to have 
it. Lieb holds his place at the pleasure of 
the Mayor. It is known that Mayor Har- 
rison had no better reason for appointing him 
than because he believed him to 
have considerable partisan influence 
among certain classes of ward bum- 
mers, who are only serviceable at 
election time, and has now no better reason 
for retaining him. Even if Lieb were polit- 
ically useful as a ward bummer that fact 
would not constitute a proper qualification 
for the office of Superintendent of the Water 
Department; but the truth is, that Lieb’s 
political power is grossly exaggerated by 
himself, and altogether an unknown quantity 
to everybody else. Mr. Waller is a useful 
and able member of the City Government, 
and the Mayor ought to disembarrass him of 
a contumacious and inefficient subordinate 
like Lieb, who is neither a credit to Harri- 
son’s Administration nor useful to the public. 
Commissioner Waller’s comprehensive and 
convincing statement of the case is sufficient 
warrant for the Mayor to relegate Lieb with- 
out more ado to some position where he can 
do less mischief. 


Tur alleged complications about the trial 
of Guiteau in the District of Columbia are not 
altogether in favor of the assasin. It is said 
that he cannot lawfully be convicted of murder 
in a Distriet court, because his victim died out- 
side the District. But it is also said that no ap- 
peal lies from a Distri ct court in criminal cases. 
The civil cases can be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court for review, but the ver- 
dict of a jury in the District court is said to be 
final in ail criminal cases. If this Le the fact, 
then Guiteau’s doom is sealed, because no jury 
can be organized which will not sentence the 
miscreant to hang, withoutany regard to ab- 
surd technicalities ana quirks of the law; and, 
in the absence of an appeal, that will be the end 
of the matter. It is also said that Guiteau 
thinks he bas no chance of atair trial in a sec- 
tion where already two efforts have been made 
to take his life, and he contends that he ought 
to have the privilege of a trial elsewhere. If 
his wishes be respected in this matter, he 
will be taken to New Jersey. where the 
President died. Jersey justice is as 
swift and relentless as “Jersey lightning,“ and 
there is, not the slightest question that he would 
be quickly disposed of in that State. There 
ougbt not to be any question as to the punisb- 
ment of Guiteau. His death will be no compen- 
sation to the American people tor the precious 
life of which be has robbed them, but he should 
be exterminated on the same principle that a 
community rids itself of a mad dog. and asa 
warning to men who may feel themselves simi- 
larly “ inspired in the future. If necessary, 
Congress should pass a law punishing a murder- 
ous assault on the President of the United 
States as a capital offense, and making it retro- 
active asto Guiteau. The constitutional inhi- 
bition of ex-post facto laws applies only to the 
States and not to Congress. If a retroactive 
law affecting Congressional salaries is valid, then 
a similar law to overtake the assasin of Presi- 
dent Garfield will hardly be disputed—if that is 
the only way in which adequate punishment can 
be meted out to the villain.

YounG Mr. Hoar, whose only claim to dis- 
tinction heretofore bas been the fact that he is 
the son of his father, has managed to suddenly 
acquire anotoriety that, if it is pleasant, must 
cause him exceeding great joy, and if it is not, 
must make him feel very cheap.

Hour's prominent position just now is all on ac- 
count of Mrs. Livermare. The oratorical Mary A. 
was elected a delegate to the recent Republican 
Convention in Massachusetts, and when the 
question of ber admissiou was under discussion 
young Mr. Hoar asked whether a trained 
monkey would be admitted, in case one of those 
interesting animals was elected. In conse- 
quence of thisremark all the woman-suffrage 
shriekers of the country are running over each 
other in their efforts to be first at newspaper 
offices with articles condemnatory of the 
Hoar family in general, and that member of it 
who was a delegate to the Massachustts Conven- 
tion in particular. In the Woman's Journal the 
belligerent Lucy Stone is permitted to haul the 
young man overthe coalsof her wrath to the 
extent of several columns, and he is given to 
understand that bis treatment of the question 
of Mrs. Livermore's admission was whoily 
wrong. Mr. Hoar will naturally have the sym- 
pathy of the public. Any person who has all 
the woman-sullrage advocates after bim at 
once is entitled to this much consideration.

MicuHaEL KELLERER, watehman of the 
United States Sub-Treasury at St. Louis, died 
recently in that city, at the age of 75, after 
twenty-eight consecutive years of faithful serv- 
ice. One of his duties was to carry back and 
forth the bags of bullion, and Gen. Edwards, 
Assistant Treasurer, believes that he handled 
during bis lifetime mere money than any other 
man in the country. His fidelity and honor 
seem to be a characteristic of the stock to 
which he belonged, as the distribution of his 
modest estate showed. The St. Louis papers 
say that his property amounted to about $30,000, 
and in his will, made only a few days before his 
death, the name of a favorit niece was found 
to be omitted. The legatees, believing that this 
was an oversight, promptiy made a pro rata 
assessment upon their own legacies for ber ben- 
efit, thus securing to her $3,000, equal to the 
average amount devised by the will. This was 
accomplished with perfect harmony, the only 
desire of all being to give the favorit niece the 
amount which her uncle probably intended to 
bequeath to ber. 


Tue English papers, especially those of 
the Liberal stripe, seem determined to find 
fault with Queen Victoria, no matter what that 
mild-mannered ruler does, and just now they are 
greatly excited because she chose to go to Scot- 
for a summer jaunt. The manner in which these 
emotional editors raise ghosts is very peculiar, 
Speaking of the Queen's fancy for going to Scot- 
land every year, one of them says:

The Brilliant Decorations of the Au- 
ditorium. 

The interior of the North Side Turner- Hall 
presented a brilliant appearance last evening 
when the lights were turned on the new decora- 
tions for tho edification of the members of the 
(Chicago Turngemeinde and a few invited 
friends. The decorator’s art has indeed wrought 
u wonderful change, and with the early com- 
pletion of the new drop-curtain the hall will be 
one of the prettiest and handsomest in the city. 
The style is a judicious combination of the 
Grecian and Kenaissance, and the geveral effect 
is cheerful and even brilliant, without being 
cheap or tawdr:. The large cove, separating 
the ceiling and the walls, is in buff brown, treat- 
ed with gold, black., orange, and blue. Thirteen 
lyres are inclosed in as many panels on a gold 
ground, and surrounded alternately by oak and 
laurel wreaths, with Grecian paimets between 
the panels. Above the cove is a frieze of blue 
and green, with Grecian ornaments of gold, 
biack, and orange, buff and olive being the 
characteristic colors in the treatment of 
the cornice. The ceiling, from the walls 
in, is in the olive style. A 
trieze of Renaissance, accompanied by 
a band of blue with a gold stencil design, next 
attracts the eye. Four handsome corner pieces 
and two large monograms complete the ceiling 
proper. The former are in Grecian, with a vase 
through the centre in gold, touched in black. 
with ornaments of olive, blue, and gold. The 
latter, on the ceiling over the gallery, form a 
combination of four Fs on the west, and the 
letters F. F. S. F. on the east. The letters in the 
first mopogram designate the words Frisch.“ 
“ Fromm,” Frölich.“ and Frei.“ and those 
in the second the words Frisch.“ Frei,” 
Stark.“ and Treu. Midway between the two 
monograms is the Turners’ badge—a crossed 
sword and torch, with an ow! perched on the in- 
tersection, and the whole encircled by an oak 
and a iaurel leaf. 

The dome consists of flesh-colored panels, with 
fine medallion heads of Shakspeare, Beethoven, 
Mozart, Goethe, Schiller, Humboldt, Wagner, 
and Liszt, each encircled by a wreath of flowers. 
The style of the surrounding decoration is blue- 
green, with a band of red and Grecian ornaments 
in a lighter tint. 

THE CENTRE OF THE DOME 
consists of a red band, with lighter red and gold 
Grecian ornaments. This is supplemented by a 
blue-green cove, with oruaments in Grecian 
and Renaissance, and a sprinkling of gold. 
Above this is a gold ground, with ornaments in 
orange, and above this an orange ground, with 
u light red Grecian ornament. Above all floats 
me azure sky, broken here and there with tleecy 
clouds, 

The walis are in buff and gray, with a Grecian 
ornament in the centre of each panel above the 
gallery. The panels extend below the 
Fuller nearly to the floor, the 
ornamentation consisting of griffins for a founda- 
tion, with a vase and a bouquet of flowers above 
them. ' 

The body of the prosceniumis in buff—the 
Same as the walls—but the panels, of which there 
is one on each side, are entirely dit- 
ferent. 4A typical groupe, made up 
of Pan pipes, a tambourine, piccolo, flute, 
and trumpet, with a palet and brushes, is de- 
signed to represent music and art. 
the group is a blue-green band, containing 
Grecian rosets, while abother band, running 
up and down the sides and across the 
top, incloses a Grecian vine in dark brown, 
edged with gold. Above the dadois a dark red 
band, containing Crecian rosets ot lighter red. 
coubined with gold and black. The decoration 
of the proscenium-arch is worked on a narrow 
ground, with Grecian ornaments of gold, black, 
und light red on a foundation of black, with gold 
ornaments. Above the centre of the arch isa 
medallion head of Father Jahn, lovingly. known 
us the Father of Turners. encircied by an 
elaborate piece of scroli-work on the sides, 
partly ju Grecian and partly in Renaissance. 

The decoration has been under the general 
direction of J. B. Sullivan & Bro., Abner Cross- 
man having furnished the design, and J.C. 
Groezinger personally superintending its ex- 
ocution. The subject of the drop-curtain, 
which will be finished in a few days, is ascene on 
the Danube, with a castle and a villa in the fore- 
ground and the outlines of a mountain hight in 
the distance. The new decorations, with the 
new drop, will make the interior vf the hall one 
of the prettiest in the city.

OHIO & MISSISSIPPI RECEIVERSHIP 
The arguments on the motion for a Receiver 
of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad, in place of 
Mr. John King, were resumed yesterday morn- 
ing besore Judges Drummond and Gresham, 
baving been postponed two or three weeks ago, 
when Mr. King first tendered bis resignation. 

At the opening of court Mr. Crawford said Mr. 
Storer, representing a large amount of bonds 
and stock of the Onio & Mississippi Road, was 
not present, but would be bere this morning; 
that be had some very important evidence as to 
the ownership of the majority of stock and 
bonds whicb it was necessary to have,and coun- 
sel therefore asked that the arguments be post- 
poned until this morning. 

Gen. Ben Harrison objected to any adjourn- 
ment because it was not warranted. Au ad- 
journment had been had once already, and it 
was the duty of all parties interested to be pres- 
ent. They kue the precise day the matter was 


to come up. 

The Judge said he bad received a petition from 
JAY GOULD, RUSSELL SAGE, SIDNEY DILLON, 
George Scott & Co., and Ward, Campbell & Co., 
claiming to be owners of a majority of the 
stock of the Ohio & Mississippi Koad, charging 
that Mr. King’s connection with the Balti- 
more & Ohio had greatly injured the 
road, and they objected to the ap- 
poiut ment of any person not entirely 
unbiased; that they had been informed the 
Judge had intimated that the common stock 
had no interest or right to be heard, which they 
telt to be a great injustice. They therefore 
offered to pay into court the entire sum neces- 
sary to discharge all arrears of interest on the 
mortgage bounds and take the property out of the 
hands of the Receiver as soon as a Board of 
Directors couid be chosen which would be sat- 
isfactory to the present owners of a majority 
of the stock. Only a quarter of the present 
board went out of office each year, and the 
present board were so thoroughly identified 
with the Battimore & Obio interest that if they 
(the petitioners) took the property it would 
still be controlled by the Baltimore & Ohio in- 
terest. They believed they had a peremptory 
right to oust the present board and elect a new 
ove when they got control, and they proposed to 
do so, and they asked that the court would not 
cousider the capital stock as representing no in- 
terest, but would give due weight to their re- 
quest, and appoint a Receiver wbo should not be 
identihed with any other interest. 

Mr. Crawford again pressed for delay. He 
said it was necessary that those interested should 
bave a chance to be heard, and that the road 
ought not to be allowed to go into hostile hands. 

The Judge said a number of names bad been 
presented to bim, besides those before men- 
tioned, among them that of John M. Dougias, 
formerly President of the Illinois Central Road, 
and woom be knew wouid be free from any im- 
proper intluence and entirely independent.

Mr. Crawford urwed that Mr. Storer would be 
here this morning, and no damage would be 
caused by the delay, and tbe new facts as to the 
ownership of the stock were very necessary. 

Gen. Harrison said a list of the stock holders 
had been made outat the previous argument, 
compared witb that held by Mr. Storer, and 
found to be accurate, so that there was necessi- 
ty of any delay for Mr. Storer. 

THE JUDGE SAID 
be did not think be ought to grant a delay ex- 
cept by consent of the counsel. 

A considerable discussion followed, the Me- 
Lean party fighting for delay. 

Finally the Judge declined to postpone the 
hearing. He said ample notice had been given. 
He took it for granted there would be a conflict 
over the Receiversbip. If it could be shown that 
the great vreponderance of interests was in 
favor of anv particular gentieman as Receiver., 
of course it would have considerable intluence' 
on him. As representing the various parties and 
their interests, he made a distinction between 
the owners of bonds, the owners of preferred 
Stock, and the owners of the common stock. The 
juterests of the creditors and preferred stock- 
holders would be more regarded than that of the 
owners of the common stock. Without deciding 
what might be the intrinsic interest of the own- 
ers of the common stock, it might be said that 
the creditors and preferred stockhoiders would 
be more regarded. It did not appear that the 
present phase of the case would be affected es- 
sentially by what might be established by Mr. 
Storer. He did not think be ought, therefore, to 
grant an adjournment. He, however, felt he 
ought to consult with the other Judges on the 
appointment of a Receiver before it is made, un- 
less the counsel withdrew their request that he 
should do so, But he would bear anything Mr. 
Storer bad to say when he arrived. 

Gen. Harrison asked who should begin. 

Tue Judge said it did not make any differ- 
ence, and he might just as well begin. 

Gen. Palmer then presented affidavits showing 
he represented $40,000 of bonds held by the First 
National Bank of Springtield, and also some let- 
ters from prominent men in Springfield indors- 
ing Mr. Peabody, and deprecating any change in 
the tone of the management. 

Gen. Harrison presented credentials showing 
he represented $3,240,000 of common stock. 
$1,961,000 of preferred stock, $592,000 of first- 
mortgage bonds, and $2,465,000 of second-mort- 
cage bonds, and $779,000 of bonds of the Spring- 
field Division, being in all about $9,000,000 of 
stocks and bonds. 

A DISCUSSION THEN AROSE 

as to what proof should be required as to own-

The stuckhoiders as well as the bondholders 
were interested jn the matter, and bad a right 
to be beard.

At the close of Mr. Crawford's remarks, the 
court adjourned until this morning at 10 o'clock. 


PLENTY OF COMPETITION. 

Since the Unior Pacific Kailway Company has 
announced its intention to build an independent 
line from Ogden, Utah, to San Francisco, the 
Central Pacific has shown anything but an ami- 
cable spirit towards that company. Much com- 
plalnt is made by merchants that freight con- 
signed for this point at San Francisco, with the 
understanding that it would go direct via the 
Union Pacific, is shipped via the Southern Pa- 
cific and Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroads, 
thus requiring nearly a week's more time in 
reaching its destination. The Union Pacific 
people claim that nearly all the freight that the 
Central Pacific can divert from their road is sent 
hy the Southern route, and for this reason they 
request shippers at San Franvisco to specify in 
their bilis of lading that the goods should go via 
the Union Pacific. As long as the Union Pacitic 
is dependent upon the Central Pacific as its 
Western outlet, it will be unable to retaliate, but 
when its direct line is completed, which it is ex- 
pected will be done in about a year, a lively 
fignt for Pacific Coast business may be looked 
for, and the monopoly which these two roads 
had on through California business will be brok- 
en for good. lo less than two years’ time it is 
expected to have no icss than four roads run- 
ning through to California and the Pacific Coast, 
which will compete against one another, and 
rates will come down to reasovable figures. The 
Union Pacific expects to bave its own line run- 
ning through to California in about one year 
from now. About the same time the Atlantic & 
Pacific, which the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
is building over what is known as the thirty-fifth 
parallel, also expects to be ready for business. 
As already stated, tbe Union Pacitic and Atlan- 
tic Pacific have entered into an arrangement by 
which the former builds southwest from Ogden 
and the latter northwest from some point 
in Utah to Silver Park, Nev., where both roads 
will meet. and thence they will build jointiv via 
the Big Trees and Yosemite Valley to San Fran- 
cisco. This arrangement, indicates that the 
Union Pacitic and Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
intend to work together against the Central Pa- 
cifie and other competitors. The Southern Pa- 
cific ar Central actinic Koads, which are con- 
trolled by the same parties, will have to look 
out for independent Eastern outiets. The 
Texas Pacific, which it was supposed would 
form the regular outlet for the Southern Pa- 
cific after the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe has 
secured an independent outlet via the Atlantic 
& Pacific, is to be built up to a connection with 
the latter and is to give its business to that com- 
pany. The Central Pacific, thus being cut off 
from Eastern cepnnection for both of its 
lines, is now tr to find new outlets. 
The Southern P expects to find an 
outlet via the Chesapeake & Onio. which is being 
rapidly extend west to® Connection with that 
ling. Mr. Hutjtington, We principal owner of 
the Chesapeukq & Onto, is also prominently con- 
nected with the Southern and Central Pacific 
Roads. The Central Pacific line bas now sur- 
veyors in the tield trying to locate a line east 
from Ogden to the Missouri River, to become in- 
dependent of the Union Pacific. It is possible, 
however, that the Central Pacifiic will not build 
this line if it can make a satisfactory arrange- 
ment with the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
which also intendsto build in the immediate 
future a line to Ogden, Utah, via Denver. Still, 
it is good policy for the Central Pacific to 
locate an independent line from Ogden, 
to be ready to build it at 
snort notice, as the Burlington may 
at any time find it@convenient to join the Union 
Pacific and Atlantic & Pacitic combination and 
run from Oden to San Francisco over tne lat- 
ter's route instead of via the Central Pacific. 
By the time aii these roads will be ready to doa 
through business the Northern Pacific & Oregon 
Transcontinental Kailway Company will also run 
through to the Pacitic Coast and afford an addi- 
tional outlet. Besides, the Union Pacific has 
now in the course of construction a branch from 
its main line in Utah to Oregon via Baker City 
to compete against the Northern Pacitic. 

Ail these schemes will be completed within 
two or three years, and there will then be as 
much competition between the Pacific lines as 
there is now between the Eastern roads.

THE BURLINGTON STOCKHOLDERS. 

The weeting of the stockbolders of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company, 
held at the company’s office in this city yester- 
day, was a very listiess affair,and everything 
went off as laid out in the circular published a 
few days ago. There were but few stockhoid- 
ers present, but these held proxies for over 40,- 
OW shares out of a possible 540,000, which shows 
that the engineers of this ingenious scheme for 
watering the stock of the company have not 
been idie, and that they did not meau to be de- 
feated again as they were last winter. It is 
hardly probavie that 80 large a vote would have 
been cast for the scheme bad it not been 
for the fact that every stockholder is 
in favor of extending the line to Den- 
ver, bLelieving this to be necessary for the 
eoutinued success of this company, but 
the issue of new bonds and the issue of scrip 
stock were so blended together that it was neces- 
sary to vote for or against both propositions. It 
is only those stockbolders who hold over seventy 
shares of Burlington who will derive any benefit 

from this measure, as only holders of that 
umount can get a $1,000 bond and ten shares of 
Republican Vatley Railroad stock for $1,000. 

Mr. John Van Northwick occupied the chair 
at vesterday’s meeting, and Mr. L. O. Goddard 
acted as becretary. 

Atter the object of the meeting had been e- 
plained as set forth in the circulur, a resolution 
was adopted authorizing the Directors of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company 
to lease or consolidate the Republican Valley 
Raitroad and the Nebraska & Colorado Railroad, 
or to take any action they see fit in order to se- 
cure a continuous line to Denver. 

The Republican Valley Kailroad is the West-

KILLED WITH A BRICK. 


John Roskopfs Skull Crushed by 
William Jordan. 

John Roskopf, the keeper of a saloon at No. 
1617 South Clark street, was killed about 8 
o'clock Monday night while standing in dis own 
doorway by William Jordan, a neighbor, who, 
being under the influence of liquor and filled 
with a desire to be revenged for what he con- 
sidered an insult offered earlier in the evening, 
threw a brick at the saloonkeeper and ba him 
on the back pass of the head, thereby fracturing 
the skull so badly that he died the following morn- 
ing without having returned to consciousness. 
Jordan is a laborer employed at Fairbank’s lard 
refinery, and although but 25 years of age, was 
much addicted to the immoderate use of liquor, 
and was aiways noisy and pugnacious when 
drunk. Monday night he went in compauy with 
a friend named Jack Donahue to Koskopf's 
saloon, and began a game of cards with three 
men named respectively Howard, Powers, and 
Sullivan. The game was euchre. At oue stage 
of the game one of Jordan's opponents scored 
four points on a “lone band,” and Jordan 
claimed that in registering the points 
be was cheated to the extent of one point. The 
dispute which followed was so boisterous and 
the chances of a ent s promising, that Ros- 
kopt bade Jordan leave the saloon. be seeming 
to be the most noisy one of the party. Jordan 
acknowledged the doubtful compliment by 
throwing a beer-keg throught one of the glass 
doors. hen he ran away. Two hours later de, 
while drunker even tban before, passed the sa- 
loon again, and, seeing Koskopf standing in the 
doorway. picked up a brick and threw it 
with the fatal effect aforesaid. He then left 
the scene hurriediy, and by a circuitous 
way reached his own room ina building only a 
few doors south of the saloon, and had a short 
talk with his wife anda neighbor named Mrs. 
Murphy. Then he walked out the back way and 
left the city. for Matteson, Cook Couuty, where 
his sieter lives. There Lieut. Shea and Officer 
Quinlan, of the Twenty-second Street Station, 
found bim Tuesday and bt him back to 
the city. County-Physician Biuthardt beid a 
post-mortem examieation shortly after Kos- 
kopt's death, and yesterday the Coroner sat upon 
the case.

In septicemia of 
the simple variety the changes in the organs 
are but slight, although they give rise to 
fever, and generally some disturbance of the 
digestive apparatus. In simple pyæemia the 
serous membranes become involved, such as 
those around the heart, lungs, intestines, 
and often the membranous lining. The 
joints become inflamed and suppurate. In 
metastatic pyæmia of the more formidable 
variety there are metastatic abscesses—that 
is, abscesses that change in the locality of 
the sore to other parts of the body, appearing 
often in the liver, langs, kidneys, spleen. 
While I was constantly watching for the 
most serious varieties of blood-poisoning 1 
failed to detect them, and |

failed to demonstrate the existence of a 
single metastatic abscess in any of the or- 
gans named.

Not often, as he was a very sick man, and 
knew it; but occasionally he would express 
his anxiety to know how the aflairs of the 
country were progressing.”

THE ASS ASIN. 


Something About Gulteau and the Bull- 
dog Pistol — Distriet- Attorney Cork- 
hill’s Estimate of His Mental Calibre 
— An Egotist Without Any Inclination 
for Morais or Affairs—His Mind Affect- 
ed by the Abuse Heaped upon Gariield, 

Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, Sept. 27.—I returned to New York 
this morning, having had the benefit of three 
reflective days at the National Capital following 
the removal of President Garueld's remains. 
The last of the fussy politicians had 
one to Cleveland, and there was a 
thoughtful temper in the air of Washing- 
ton. One of the first things I did was to 
telephone to the District-Attorney, Corkhill. 
un old acquaintance, and appoint a talk with 
uim. He is the only person in the country, ex- 
cept possibly the Jailer, who bas had any pro- 
longed conversation with the assasin Guiteau, 
und reports of conversation with that mualicfac- 
ior are either invented or snatched and built up 
on aglimpse of his person. 

I went to the Distriet-Attorney's office, and 
spent about two hours there alone with him, in- 
specting the impiements of the crime and ob- 
tuining Mr. Corkulill's theory concerning it. 
Corkbill is, I think, a native of the Isle of Man, 
between the Irish, Scotch, and Euglish coasts. 
The people are called Manxmen. I think be 
came to this country when a child, though it is 
possible be may have been born after his 
Maox parents came here. He was a law 
yer iu luwa, and married the eldest daughter 
of Judge Miller, of the Supreme Court in Lowa. 
He bas since married the step-daughter 
of the late Hiram Walbridge, of New York, who 
was a very close friend of Horace Greeley. Mr. 
Corkhbill came to Wasbington City about twelve 
years ago and published the Dai Chronicle. He 
was appoivied United States District Attorney 
by President Hayes, at the request of Judge 
Miller. He is about 45 years old, with a round 
head and very broad face, aud sulfivient address. 
incisive, and witb pertinacity enough to make a 
yood prosecutor. It is barely possible, however. 
that he laca«s the real dislike and bate of the 
assasin necessary to express to a jury the reality 
of his crime. 

After Mr. Corkbill took bis office, and long be- 
fore the assasinution of Mr. Guriieid, be bau en- 
waged to write a legal analysis of the crime of 
Booth, the killer of Mr. Lincoln. He bad pre- 
pared scrap-bovks of newspapers and printed 
tnatter and original testimony for this purpose, 
when he suddenly fouud bimself face w face 
with a Presidential assasin bimeseif. 

Mr. Corkhil bewan by opening a large safe and 
producing a pistol with a wulle bone baadie, a 
very thick, 8squarish assemblage of metal at the 
revolving part and a short barrel, with a sight 
at the end of it. The whole thing was about 
five and a half inches long by nearly four inches 
from the end of the handle to the top of the 
trigger, but was rather a ciumsy pistol, made 
of common materiais by some Koglish or 
American mauutacturer with some knowledge 
of its chief market. To a boor or a town rowdy 
this pistol would seem a very handsome thing. 
Anexpertin revolvers wouid notice the coarse 
finish upon it and the largeness of the parts. 
Pusbed in beneath the pistol was a sort of 
hoop, ot metal inclosing the trigger. Ona 
top of the barrel was a string of let- 
ters, beneath which issued the terribie 
ball, saying, “Engiish bull- dog. Nowhere 
around the pistol could any mark be found 
indicating where it was made. This omission | 
took to mean that it was oue of those cbeap and 
not very sure or safe revolvers intended to be 
soid by the gun stores, so that they could make 
eS rotit by retailing it $10.

There is no doubt 
whatever,’ said Mr. Corkhill, * that this piece of 
leud you are holding was the second shot about 
which such foolish stories have been told.” 

Here,“ said the District-Attorney, are some 
photographs of bim just as good as they can be 
taken. If you were to go down tothe jail and 
see him you could have no better idea of bim 
than you can get from these pictures. He may 
look a little dirtier and more significant, for 
these are not full length pictures.’ 

AIs this man crazy, Col. Corkhill?” 

No; he is neither crazy nor destitute of in- 
telligence and requirements. He is no more 
crazy than any of the people we have seen who 
have told us that on a certain day or night God 
bad pardoned all their sins; that they felt them 
slide off. IT remember an old kiasman of mine, 
whowasaclergyman of the Methodist Church, 
who related to me how, ata single moment of 
time, all bis sinus had escaped trom 
his back and wade bim a new creature. 
1 couldn't say he was ‘a crazy man, nor 
could I say that he lied. That is all the 
assumption Guiteau makes of craziness—that 
he received by inspiration the idea that he must 
kill Garfield in order to unite the broken col- 
umns of the Kepublican party. He says it took 
hold of bim as notbing ever did before, and be 
feit that he was going tu do a great deed which 
no one else in the country would dare under- 
take.“ 

Well, Colonel, there must be something 
peculiar about the man to drive him to as- 
sume such a commission, evenif it had been a 
good one.“ 

There comes in.“ said the District- Attorney, 
“the man’s vanity. He is undoubtedly a man 
who thinks a great dealof himself. He does not 
consider bis lite a failure by any means. He 
thinks if it bas not been appreciated that it is 
the fault of the world which had not brightness 
enough to appreciate him. He thinks bis 
speeches, bis looks, his arguments at the bar, bis 
general views as to politics and party manage- 
inent are the views of a great man.” 

Here Col. Corkbill took up one of Guiteau's 
books in a red cover, entitled, Truth.“ a title 
which seems to strike every scoundrel in the 
country as the proper designation for bis con- 
coctions. The District-Attorney bad marked 
this book, and Guiteau himself had rewritten 
parts of it in ink, italicized places and made cor- 
rections, and written on the fly-leaf that this was 
a correct copy. Corrections must appearin fut- 
ure editions or something to that effect. The 
District-Attorney said: 

* Now this book has nothing in it indicative 
ofan eceentric mind; — the least sug- 
gestive of an insane man. e proceeded to 
read passages which struck me as almost a re- 
production of ordinary prayer-meeting and 
class-meeting talk. Guiteau went on to say 
there was nothing worth consideration in this 
world but Christian faith. He reproved Henry 
Ward Beecher for having mixed himseit 
up in seandal, thereby reducing the cause 
of Christ. He referred to Dr. Talmage as not 
having dignity enough when he argued for his 
Divine Master. He adduced one other clergy- 
man, the Rev. Mr. Murray, of Boston, for bav- 
ing ruu away witbout paying his bills after hav- 
ing been considerable of a showman, and said 
that it was a sad record in the Christian diary. 
‘People of the worid,’ says Guiteau, place a 
good deal of stress on ail these things, and 
Christianity is run down by means of them.’ 

“ He speaks of corrupt books, and says that 
Tom Paine’s ‘Age of Reason’ ought never to 
have seen the light of circulation; that it was a 
crime, because it demoralized the conscience of 
young people. There is not a single idea in the 
book above the ordinary stupid, yet well-mean- 
ing, exhorter or ciass-leader, and, as far as I 
could see, not a single point of originality. His 
having published any books will, in some quar- 
ters, create an interest in bim. 

Now,“ said Col. Corkhill, * Guiteau is a man 
of sligut ability, as it seems from this publica- 
ion, yet be appears to value everything he docs 
at the highest. I should call dim an egotist, 
with an inclination tor morals and affairs. Per- 
ups, when he seized the idea of killing the 
President, it stood up in bis mind as an inspira- 
tion, and his intense temperament immediately 
fastened upon it and carried it into effect.” 

“ What do you tbink, Colonel, about his being 
revengeful? 

He says he never was insulted in his life by 
either Mr. Blaine or Mr. Garfield: that de never 
indulged in an instant’s feeling of spite against 
them. He wanted to be Consul to Paris, and 
thought his claims were considerable—enough 
to get him the position; but while waiting for 
this place the owner idea seems to dave 
crossed his mind, that he could harmonize 
the Kepublican party by putting Gar- 
field out of the way and ictting Artbur 
succeed him. From this moment he threw away 
his claims to office, and was wholly absorbed by 
the other idea. It is not true, either.“ con- 
tinued Mr. Corkhill, that he dogged the Presi- 
dept around the White-House steps. He did 
keep a watch on the White House trom the op- 
posit square, and particularly watched the 
newspapers to find out the movements of the 
President. After this idea took possession of 
him it would bardly bave been possible to save 
Gartield. It seems to me the man bad put the 
whole remnant of bis will into the design, and 
the only chance Gartield had was in Guiteau 
being arrested and disarmed before be could 
carry Out the purpose. He kept the whole thing 
to himself, however, not trusting anybody in 
the world with bis intention, and therefore 
when the act was done it looked to many like a 
conspiracy, and tuok everybody by surprise.” 

Well, Col. Corkaill, can you understand that 
a scheme of assuasinationu like this was yet rele- 
vant to the facts of the day? 

As to chat.“ replied the Colonel. Guiteau 
had made a collection of newspaper publiea- 
tions, severe criticisms on Garteld, nearly all 
taken from the Republican press. You must 
remember that before Garfield was shot there 
was u good deal of hard comment upon him. 
Perhaps the majority of Republican newspa- 
pers were invidious and censorious. A few of 
them were fuli «f gall. Correspondents were 
sent to Washington for the purpose of writing 
Garfield down. He was accused of insincerity, 
cunning, malice, and many other things. 

The Senate was arrested fora long period. 
Not acting on the business before it, this man 
Guiteau, impecunious, uneasy, and rushing up 
toward fame, thought be perceived justitica- 
tion enough to go and buy that pistoi with his 
last cent and shoot Garfield. That is what I 
make out of the contents of bis mind,” said 
Corknill. “That is the line of justification be 
takes—that bis motives were good; that God 
inspired them, and that the result shows that 
God was on bis side, and that he was not mis- 
taken; that he bad no malice—indeed, it was 
only a sacrifice to a mission—a great duty.” 
Ho do you account for bis being such a beat 
with all that fine philosophy?“ Well.“ said 
the Colonel, * be is sensitive about that. When 
went to see bim richt after the crime I said to 
ulm: Mr. Guiteau, admitted what you say as to 
your sense of duty, you will also concede that 1 
have my duty to pertorm. 1 will give you a 
chance tu state to me what accomplices you had 
in this murder. You may give me whatever ro- 
ply you choose, but [ will know the truth. 
Every man and woman with whom you associ- 
ute will be inarked throughout this Nation un- 
less you relieve them by giving the names of 
your accomplices.’ 

Well, said Guiteau, that is easy enough. 
[am the very man who received the mission, 
and I did not receive it from the human source. 
1 am liable to be indicted and tried for the 
shooting of the President, but not for any other 
nat of my life. You bave no right to inquire 
whether | paid this bill or that bill, becnuse that 
don't belong to this act. I shot (he President. 
if he dies I cun be tried for murder. If be does 
not die I can be sent to prison fora few years. 
That is all you can do.’ 

“| found that he bad inquired into the laws of 
the District affecting this dime. He aiso ex- 
pressed surprise that | would do sucha brutal 
thing as to anno bis relatives, friends, and uac- 
quaintances, Lhave seen nv other signs of in- 
Sanity about bim. said Mr. Corkhill, * than this 
exaited idea of bis owa value, and of the utility 
and propriety of all bis acts. He would go to 
the gailows with his head proudly in the air if 
with all its bopes deferred until the world 
seemed to have ci ed around him and left nuth- 
iug there but the resources of a thief. Not one 
of these pictures indicates a Frenchman of the 
sume general type that put assasination with 
the rewular agencies of politics.

THE BURIAL. 
DISSATISFACTION. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 27.—The people of Lake 
County and the Nineteenth Congressional 
District, who have been here aimost en 
masse, are so much endeared to the family 
that they are desirous of doing something, 
but they do not know what can be done. 

There is, however, one movement on foot 
in Garfield’s old Congressional district, 
which is creating quite a stir, and likely to 
be a matter of great agitation in the near 
future. 

There have been many indignant people 
here from the northeastern corner of the 
State the past few days, and their grievance 
is that Garfield has been buried at Cleveland. 
The constituents of the dead statesman say 
that as soon as Garfield’s death was an- 
nounced the Directors of Lake View Ceme- 
tery telegraphed to Mrs. Garfield and worked 
on her feelings to have the burial here. 
They operated quite successfully through 
Dr. Boynton, who is a Cleveland man, and 
said to be a holder of stock in the cemetery 
association. His intimate relations with the 
family rendered his agency very effectual. 
One of the great points made was that once, 
while driving through Lake View Cemetery 
in company with Mr. J. H. Wade, Gen. Gar- 
field, while admiring the beautiful place, 
stated that when he died he would like to be 
buried there, or in some such a place. 

GEN. GARFIELD WAS A GREAT ADMIRER OF 
LOVELY NATURAL SCENERY, 
and once while driving through the pictur- 
esque cemetery at Painesville, he expressed 
himself very strongly as wanting to be buried 
there when he died. So faras any expres- 
sions during life are concerned the one at 
Painesville is considered a stand-off for that 
at Cleveland. It is, however, the general 
opinion that if Gen. Gartield had expressed 
any positive choice before dying he would 
have selected Mentor as the last resting place. 
He wanted to go there when he was lying on 
his sick-bed, and longed to get another 
view of the place. It has been 
learned here that meetings of 
rominent citizens have been held at 
~ainesville, Hiram, and Mentor, and com- 
mittees appointed to wait on Mrs. Garfield. 
and if possible, after the remains have lain 
for some time in the vault at Clevelana, 
have them buried elsewhere. These people 
say that the burial here is out of place: that 
it is a shrewd scheme gotten up to increase 
the price and sale of lots in Lake View Cem- 
etery and to cet a monument here to add to 
the attractions of the city. It is cited as part 
of the scheme that the directors of the ceme- 
tery had boxes posted at all the prominent 
street corners here during the past week for 
dollar contributions to 
THE GARFIELD MONUMENTAL FUND, 
and money is still pouring into these coffers 
for the erection of a monument to ornament 
the grounds of a stock company. The people 
from Garfield’s old district say that the body 
of the dead President is now virtually the 
prepests of a private corporation, a chattel 
n their possession, that they can pass rules 
regulating the cemetery and bar out whom- 
soever they please.

IN .THE DETROIT RIVER. 


STORY OF ONE OF THE PASSENGER ON THE 
SUNKEN SLEEPER. 

Mr. W. D. Oliver, of this city, was one of the 
passengers on the sieeping-car St. Clair that 
was huried into the Detroit River Monday night, 
and he wasseen by a TRIBUNE reporter at his 
office, 156 Washington street, last evening. Mr. 
Oliver said the transfer boat was crossing the 
river with four or five sleeping-coaches and 
about the same number of passenger-coaches. 
While going across, he and some other pas- 
sengers were standing on the bridge, and they 
remarked to one another that the rapid current 
bad borne the boat past the slip she was making 
for. Mr. Oliver says he paid no particu- 
lar attention to this fact, as he had 
olten crossed there and supposed there 
could not be any danger. The night 
was chilly, and he entered the car with the in- 
tention of retiring, though, as good luck would 
have it, none of the berths in his car had yet 
been fixed for the night. After removing his 
coat and shoes and putting on bis slippers he 
stepped out on the boat again, and in a moment 
the crash came. Instead of entering the slip 
the boat went violently against the pier, break- 
ing off the timbers and crushing in the sides ot 
the boat. The sleeper St. Clair was the car 
nearest the point of collision, and as the boat re- 
coiled from the shock the car was thrown for- 
ward, broke ber couplings, and pluoged into the 
river. 

Mr. Oliver says the greatest excitement 
followed. Men yelled and women screamed 
and the tumuit was general, even the passen- 
gers who were iu no possible danger adding 
their cries to the Babel of voices. Immediately 
behind the St. Clair was a crowded passenger- 
coach, and it was also forced forward, but 
asthe coupling connecting it with the car be- 
bind did not break it went only half- way into 
the water and was tilted up at an angie of forty- 
five degrees. The passengers were thus able to 
make their escape, although in the panic some 
of them climbed out of the windows ana fell out 
into the river. It was thought they were all 
rescued. Mr. Oliver says that 

WHEN THE CRASH CAME 
there are five ladies andtwo gentiemenin the 
St. Clair, and he thinks all were rescued; be is 
sure that he afterwards sawall but one. The 
only Chicago person among them was Philo 
Allen. The officers of the boat were conspicu- 
ous by their absence, and, bad it not been for 
the efforts of the more cool-headed passengers 
and of some men who were on the pier and 
who pulled out to the scene of the accident in a 
small boat, there must have been loss of life. 
The one life-boat on the transfer was lowered, 
and, in connection with the smali boat from the 
shore, succeeded in picking up the passengers 
of the sleeping-car, who were clinging desper- 
ately to it. The current was so switlt 
that a man who jumped in to rescue a 
woman was carried down a long distance before 
the boats could reach him. Among the lady 
passengers was Miss Louise Seavers, of Pough- 
keepsie, who escaped with the loss of her bag- 
Fuge. It has been stated by the dispatches that 
Miss Reed, of 527 La Salle street, this city, was 
on the sleeper, but it was a mistake, she being 
on oue of the cars at the other end of the boat. 
Mr. Oliver was quite severe in his strictures 
upon the careless management of the boat. 
The excuse given by the pilot for the accident, 
he said, was that the bells would not work and 
the baat could not be stopped in time, Not an 
etfort was even made to get out the life-pre- 
servers for the territied and screaming passen- 
gers. Mr. Oliver said that he, in common with 
all the passengers in the car, lost all his bag- 
gure. 
PHILO ALLEN, 

living at No. 3009 Michigan avenue, was among 
the passengers on the sleeper, and last evening 
a reporter called to see him, but be was not in. 
It was learned from members ot the family, 
however, that be bad very little experience to 
give in connection with the affair, from the fact 
that just prior tothe accident be had stepped 
out of the car on the boat, and was out of 
barm’'s way at the time. He had been to Buffalo 
to meet bis invalid wife, intending to bring her 
bome with bim, but ber condition was such that 
it was not deemed advisable to move ber. If 
she had come on with him she would most likely 
have been a victim of the sad affair, 
for she is suffering from paralysis, aud 
could not have rendered herself any service in 
escaping trom the car. Mr. Allen lost his bag- 
gage, which he left in the car, consisting of a 
new overcoat valued at $50, and a traveling-bag 
containing articles of about the same value. 


THE PINK-EYE. 


THE NEW HORSE DISEASE AND ALL ABOUT IT— 
ON THE INCREASE. 

The latest ill that horseflesh would seem to be 
heir to is apparently on the increase. It isn't 
the epizodtic this time, but another equine difli- 
culty, perhaps about us bad, that goes by 
the name, in good plain United 
States,“ of pink-eye. According to 
Dr. Bowen, the veterinarian of the Fire De- 
partment, it is an entirely new disease; at any 
rate, neither he nor any veterinarian of bis ac- 
quaintance had ever heard of it before. On bis 
rounds yesterday morning he saw seven dea 
borses, and has 100 more in his private practice 
which are down withbit. There are thirteen sick 
horses in the Fire Department, but none of his 
cases have as yet proved fatal. The disease in 
some respects resembles the epizodtic, and yet 
seems to be an improvement on it about as 
much as each succeeding plague of Egypt was 
just a little worse than its predecessor. It first

with either a running at the eyes or swelling 
aroulid the nose; the legs swell up, the horse 
feeis dumpish, anda high fever sets in. The 
animals then quit eating, drop their heads, and 
act in a very lifeless manner. The principal 
point is to break the fever, and as soon as the 
fever is broken they get well. Dr. Bowen, in 
his treatment, uses aconite, balladuna, and ar- 
senicum, and sweats the horses about the head 
and throat to draw out the inflammation. If 
they won't eat bran, he gives them oats, and if 
they won't eat oats, he gives them ears of corn. 
They should be encouraged to eat, and should 
be watered often. He does not believe in giving 
the afflicted animals warm bran or any kind of 
hot food. According to Dr. Bowen. the disease 
is spreading, but he is tirm in the belief that if it 
is promptly coped with at the start it can be 
overcome.

The disease is to be quite preva- 
lent in private stabies, and, in cases where care 
is not exercised, it proves fatal. The livery- 
men's horses are also suffering.

GARFIELD PARK. 
LET THE WEST SIDE HAVE THE HONOR. 

A suggestion wag made the other day by a 
correspondent of Tue Trispune that one 
of the South Side parks, which he states 
were known as the East and South 
Parks—embarrassing and perplexing names— 
should be called after President Garfieid, as it 
would show a proper appreciation on the part 
of Chicago for the great services of the dead 
President, and would keep his name and his 
memory fresh among our citizens. The sugges- 
tion was in one respect—that is, naming one of 
our parks after President Gartield—an admira- 
ble one, but it cannot be carried out in the way 
the correspondent proposes. Although not gen- 
erally known, yet it isa fact that some time 
ago the South Park Commissioners, appreciat- 
ing the awkwardness of the vid park names of 
East and South, gave them names after two of 
the Presidents of the United States—Wasbington 
and Jackson. These parks having been named. 
though the names have hardly become familiar 
to the ears of Chicagoans as yet, there might 
perhaps be some objection to changing either 
of them. If either of them be changed it should 

erhaps be Washington Park, for there is a 

ashington Park, or Square, iu this city. 

But, without doing that, the honor suggested 
by the correspondent can be paid to President 
Garfield. Of the three West Side parks, two 
bave names. The largest one of m as yet 
has none, being kuown only as Cen- 
tral Park. There is therefore no reason 
why the West Park Commissioners sbould 
not step in and do the graceful and the proper 
thing by naming this one of their parks Garfield. 
Then there would be Lincoln. Humboldt, Gar- 
field, Douglas, Jackson, and Washington, with 
the little Jefferson Park in the city. The only 
other one without a name is Union Park, and 
that is almost too small to be called after a great 
man. Let the West Park Commissioners think 
it over, and see if Gartieid Park will not sound 
better tnan Central Park, even though the lat- 
ter name has been used for ten years. 


TIRED OF LIFE. 
ONE MAN TRIES THE KNIFE ROUTE AND FAILS. 

A mau of about 3 years, giving the name of 
W. W. Rosenkranz, attempted to commit sui- 
cide at Io clock yesterday afternoon on Twenty- 
sixth street, between Wabash and Michigan 
avenues.

Simon Doyle, 77 years old, living at No. 45 
Grove street, attempted to commit suicide at 
11:20 yesterday morning dy sbooting himself in 
the left breast, about five inches below the nip- 
ple. The bullet struck a rib and gianced arourd 
into the back, where it was cut out by Drs. Wiil- 
iams and Macneill, who were of the opinion 
that the wound would not prove fatal. His age 
and poor bealth were greatly against him. bow- 
ever, and late last night it was reported at Cen- 
tral Station that he died during the evening. 
Mr. Doyle had been a resident of the city since

of Veputy-Sberilff and an assistant jailer. His 
reasons for the rash act were that be was tired 
of life, owing to loug-continued poor hbeaith, 
and that be was alone in the world, wifeless and 
childless.

He soon found out a way to make $3 per day, 
aud even more, but, desiring to make an in- 
vestment that was absolutely sure to result 
profitably, be took the $1.50 and bought a lottery 
ticket with it. For the benefit of those who are 
not anxiously looking for so sure a way of mak- 
ing money as by the lottery scheme, the re- 
porter here tells them how to make the $3 per 


day. 

As room No.9 was approached an odor like 
unto that of carbolic acid and stronger than 
Bridgeport perfume made itself felt—or smelt. 
On the door of No. 9 was the name 
„R. P——,”” aud the inscription, “ Lawyer and 
real-estate broker.“ Satisfied that the lawyer 
had a strong case on hand the scribe entered. 
He found the odor much stronger inside, and 
also a sea of little paper boxes, a man, anda 
desk. The man was Mr. P., and the litle

la such case, I hold the Legislature bas the 
power to choose between these planus, to adopt 
either mode, and legislate accordingly. 
lu the case of The Pecpiec vs. Wall (88 IL, 75), 
where the constitutionality of a statute was 
called in question upon the general ground that 
it provided for the election of certain Judges of 
Circuit Courts in 1877 fora term of two years, 
while the Constitution declared that the terms 
of office of Judges of Circuit Courts shall be sir 
years, it was held by this court that this general 
provision for terms of six years bad no applica- 
tion to legislation enacted to accomplish a 
change in the circuit system, which change was 
provided forin the Constitution; Dut as to the 
mode of accomplishing the change the Consti- 
Sution was silent. So tho amendment of 1889 
having provided for a change in the times for 
the election ot certain county officers, and fora 
change of the terms of certatn of them, being 
silent as to what sbuil be dope in bringing about 
Such change prior to November, I, and the 
change being such that it cannot prac- 
ticably be brought about except by doing 
one of two certain abnormal things prior 
to the time ot which the amendment 
speaks expressly, und which things are each in 
contravention of other general provisions of 
former parts of the Constitution) | think ¢hat 
such generai provisions piainly can have no ap- 
plication to such tegisiation as may be had in 
the necessadry attainment of the object and end 
authorized by the amendment Mself.

THE KEENAN CASE. 

The arguments upon the motion for a new 
trial in the case of Johd Keenan, convicted of 
the Hensley mutder{ and whose penalty was 
fixed at dedth, were resumed in Judge Gardner's 
court yesterday afternoon. 
> opening his argument State x- Attorney Milis 

there was a general objection which ap- 
plied to nll the affidavits, which was that they 
were in the natureof an impeachment. The de- 
fense could not sustain their claim that the 
verdict was not justitied by the law and the 
evidence. The suggestions made during 
the trial were the same as ho would repeat now, 
had he ovcasion to use them. It was the sole 
prerogative of the jury to determine houbtful 
questions of tact. The prisoner had been fairly 
tried and none of the jurymen were impeached, 
aud after due deliberation they pronounced 

ohn Keenan guiity of murder. He had bad a 
fair trial in every way, and the State's Attorney 
submitted whether he had not received the ab- 
solute justice his crime merited. Mr. Mills fur- 
ther opposed the motion on the ground that the 
defense had failed to use diligence in the 
evidence contained in the affidavits, for there 
was nothiag that should not huve been 
produced at the trial. The affidavit of 
the expert Who ‘thought the alleged let- 
ters of Keenan’s alluding “to the crime 
were forgerie® was not legal evidence, for it was 
evidence made, or that could have been made, 
after the crime -was committed, and the hand- 
writitt of Keenan furnished to the expert was 
‘wrjtten by the prisoner while iu jail. The all- 
davit of Loughman was intended to impeach 
the credibility of the witness Haberkorn, and 
the State’s-Attorney offered counter- affidavits, 
but the defense odjécted and they were not 
filed. Mr. Mills said that in reward to the afti- 
davit of Phelan that he was at Maberkorn’s su- 
joon during tne entire evening, upon which Ha- 
berkorn testified be loaned Keenan the revoiver, 
it Was simply a case where a man had under- 
taken to impose upon the Court downright 
perjury. Theedepbnent stated in his affidavit 
that be did not know until after the trial what 
Haberkorn bad testified to, and at this point the 
State's- Attorney filed altidavits from several 
parties that Phelan was in court- room 
throughout the entire trial within hearing of 
everything that transpired. The affidavits were 
signed by Humphrey Monaghan, Lothair Haber- 
korn, and Thomas Walsh. ‘The iatter was @po- 
lice ohr, and said that he not only saw Phelan 


ut the antire trial, but that the two were luti- 


“mate friends, and he saw them in trequent con- 
sultation. ’ 

Mr. Stork, in closing for the defense, said it 
was hot for the Court to pass upon the new evi- 
dence, but simply to determine whether there 
was sufficient doubt of guilt to justify the Court 
in submitting the case to a new jury. 

It there were no doulg as to the credibility of 
Haberkorn’s testimony/ there would be littie to 
say in Keenan’s defense. It was arare thing 
that a man’s life was declared togfpited upon 
the testimony of one disreputa witness, 
towards whom all the evidence p as the 
guilty assasin. The speaker repudiated the 
charge that there had been a lack of diligence in 
procuring the evidence contained in the allida- 
vits. If Pheian were in the court-room duripg the 
trial, and did not come forward and volunteer 
his information, his failure to do so ought not to 
mitigate against the prisoner. If eenan's 
story were true, he had no means of knowing 
who was in Haberkorn’s saloon, and the informa- 

sucha point could not be expected to 
come from him. The conviction of Keenan 
rested on Haberkorn’s testimony, and it was for 
the Court to say whether the prisoner's life 
should be taken on the testimony of such a 
man. The defense pleaded their right for an 
opportunity to bring all these newiy-discovered 
points before a jury. Wus 8 test i- 
mony so clear that it would justify the placing the 
seal or doom upon the prisoner? Mr. Stork 
dweit upon the abiiity of the expert who be- 
lieved the alleged letters of Keenan's to be 
forgeries. He also believed that the principal 
evidence of guiltin thewindsof the jury was 
the testimony of the railroad official who de- 
eight- 
car in the manner Claimed without damaging 
the seal. T was no corroborgtive testimony 
of that ot H rkern, and he stood there with 
a o moral culpability of an accessory before 
t act. Counsel closed with an appeal that all 
the peculiar and striking eircumSfances in the 
case be submitted to another fury, and that, in 
view of the grave doubts of guilt, the prisoner 
be given ove more chance for his life. 

Judge Gardner then said that in this case the 
trial had beer conducted at considerable length. 
The only real and tenable ground of the motion 
for anew trial was that it could be showa that the 
prisoner was not in Haberkorn’s saloon on the 
night of the killing. There was also ap affidavit 
impeaching Haberkorn, but it was not pressed, 

One of the cardinal rules which lay at the 
bottom of all applications for a new trial was 
that the evidence must be such us would be 
likely to produce a different result in the 
minds of the jury. The Court did not sce 
how the evidence adduced could meet that 
condition. Judge Garduer also reviewed the 
portion of the motion specitying certain errors 
made by the Courtin charging the jury. The 
Court had given them the law and they had ap- 
plied the law to the facts. Asto the result ar- 
rived at ey ébe jury, it was tobe presumed that 
they had done their duty tairly and honestly, 
and be was not disposed to set aside their ver- 
dict. It was true that the case hinged upon the 
testimouy of Haberkorn, and it was the province 
of the jury to judge of his and the other testi- 
mony, and their judgment was —1 With re- 
gard to the claim that Keenan was in the car on 
the night of the murder tho Court did net think 
there was sufhetent evidence to warrant the 
belief in au alibi. The prisoner had bad every 
opportunity of a fair and impartial trial, every 
legal point in the case had been used 
and that having been done the Court could not 
see that he would be justified in setting aside 
the verdict, and the ‘notion fur a new trial was 
therefore overruled. The Judge remarked that 
the cuse migut as well be disposed of at once, 
and State’s-Attorney Mills moved for judg- 
ment. 

The prisoner took his stand before the bar, 
and, with the exception that be was very pale, 
gave no indications of emotion. 

The Court—" Have you anything to say, Mr. 
Keenan, why sentence should not be passed?“ 

The pr — “This is very unexpected, and 
I don't know "that there is anything | can say, 
your, Honor.” 

The Court—“You have had a fair trial betforo a 
jury, you have been ably defended, every ad- 
vantage baa been given you to heip you in this 
cause, and as the circumstances do wot require 
any rémarks, I will simply say the order and 
judgment of the Court is that you, John Keenan, 
be taken to the County Jail, and that on the 1#th 
day of November next, between the hours of 10 
and 2, you be taken to the yard adjoining the 
jail and banged by the neck until dead, and may 
the infinitly wise God have mercy on youf soul.“ 

The prisoner was feeling gloomy enough after 
be was remanded to bis cell, and he deciined to 
talk to the reporte He simply said he had 
nothing more to say tban had been 
already said by bis counsél. Messrs. Shuman 
and Stork were metas they were coming out of 
the jail, and they informed THe ‘T'ainunse re- 
porter that applicauon would be made to the 
Supreme Court for a writ supersedeas sus- 
pending the judgment of the lover court as 
soon as the record of the trial can be made out. 


THE STANNARD MURDER.

antagonist bad knocked bim down and kicked 
him. The prisoner had pleaded guilty and 
thrown himself upon the mercyot the rt.

Drenkenness was no ex- 
cuse for the commission of crime. and the case 
of Koss had some Of the essestial elements of 
murder, but seemed more particularly a case of 
mansiaughter.

the Supreme Court in the case of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago vs. The Village of Hyde 
Park, appeal from the Appellate Court of the 
Farst Districts the decision being wriyen by 
Judge Dickey: l 5 

It was conceded, the Court say, that no one 
had the slightest suspicion that Waldron, the 
Village Tréasurer, was a defaulter ntil May, 
1878. There was nothing in the proofs tending 
to show, nor was it Claimed, that any of. the 
officers of the bank had any suspicion that 
Waldron was, or had at any time been, applying 
the moneys of the viiluge to the payment of any 
claim or demand which, as between him the 
village, be was in aut bound to pay for his n 
personal friends. ‘ 

It was insisted by . for the village that 
tne several loans made of this bank by Waldron 
in his owu name, and upon bis own notes, or the 
notes of other private persons, were private 
amy and not debts for which the village was 

uble; and, Inasmuch as the bank officers knew 
that the payineut of these loans was made m 
tunds known by them to be the funds of the vil- 
luke, counsel insisted that euch paganent was 
known to the bank ollicers to be a misappropriu- 
won of the trust funds. He (Justice Dickey) had 
examined with care all the cases referred to by 
counsel for appellee, and many others where a 
party receiving trust-funds in payment of a pri- 
vate debt to himself bad been held rsa as 
a trustee,*and feund no among 
them where the party so charged was 
not aware, at the time of receiving such trust - 
funds, that the debt to which it applied was a 
debt to the payment of which the Trustees 
could not lawfully apply the trust-fund. The 
receipt of sach money under such circumstances 
was a piain fraud. 

In considering character of the private 
debts the Court say, taking the loan of $52,000 
made June II. 1877, as an example: 

Waldron eailed at the bauk, saying he wished 
to borrow a given sum of money for the'use of 
the village of which he was Treasurer, to pay 
warrants in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes. The money was, u that stutement, 
lent to him. There was no fraad iu believing 
this statement to be true. The nldney thus leut 
was placed to his credit as Treasurer, and 
paid out by bim on checks’ drawn by him 
as Treasurer, a large poruon of which was 
proved to haye been paid upon proper warrants 
upon the Treasury, and no part of which was 
suowu to have been paid out for other purposes. 
Not only wus this allgrue, but Waidron had, be- 
fore.any of this class of loans were made at this 
bank, made like louns for like purposes from 
the Third National Bank, and had reported the 
same trom time to time to the Trustees of the 
village and accounted for the sume as applied 
tothe proper liabilities of the village, and no 
fault with the propriety pf the transaction bad 
been found by any he village officers. It 
seemed to have be known and approved 
mode of doing, and the bank assumed, and bad 
the right to assume, that this money wus 
intended to be applied to the  pay- 
ment of valid warrants in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes; and on the Ist of De- 
cember, 1877, oue day after a jarge amount of 
money had come into the treasury from the col- 
lection of taxes by the County Treasurer, when 
Waldron proposed to use so much of that fund 
in paying off the unpaid balance ot that loan, 
the officers of the bank were authorized to as- 
sume, and in good faith did assume, that the 
money was by such payment being applied in 
refunding money paid out on such warrants on 
the treasury from the proceeds of the original 
loan. Taking the facts as the bank officers be- 
lieved they were and as they bad good cause to 
believe, the payments would not have been a 
misappropriation of the funds. They were not 
chargeable with fraud, eqilusion, or gross negli- 


wence. j 

It was ne doubt true that where a stranger ro- 
ceived moneys of atrust-fund from the trustee 
as a gift or without valuable consideration, 
through ignorance of the churacter of the mon- 
eys received, he might be held as trugee; but 
where such stranger to the trust daf n good 
taith paid a valuable consideration, or bad ma- 
terialiy changed bis condition so that he could 
not be restored to bis original advantages, that 
doctrine did not apply. In the case at bar the 
money was in ¢ faith received by thé bank 
from a man in good credit and with assets 
in his bands of his*own to the value of 
over $30,000, 4 his note and valuable 
collaterals were surrendered to him. It was 
now proposed, after that man was known to bg 
insolvent, and had been stripped of all bis assets, 
and had died, to rescind the payment to the 
bank, without restoring that for wbhicb it was 
paid. This, it seemed to the court, would be 
grossly unjust. The judgment of the Appeliate 
Court is therefore reversed and the cause re- 
manded so that the Appellate Court might re- 
verse the decree of the Circuit Court and re- 
mand the éause to the Circuit Court, with direc- 
uons to dismiss the bill.

An Important Opinion by Corporation- 


Cc nee Adams yesterday sub- 
mitted a leg opinio’ to Commissioner Waller 
in regard to t@e remoréd lamp-posts from the 
corners in m@kmg the West Washington street 
boulevard, and also in regard to changing the 
grades by the West Park Board. The legal 
points involved also apply to Michigan avenue, 
and below is given the substance of gbe opinion, 
which is as follows: 

have received a communication from you 
requesting my opinion on the following ques- 
tions: 

First—Have the Board of West Park Com- 
missioners the right, under existing laws and 
ord! cea, to remove lamp- posts along the line 
of W ington street boulevard from the piaces 
where they were erected by the city to places 
designated by the bourd? 

I understand the facts to be that the lamp- 
posts were placed by the ty, as is usual, at the 
corners formed by the intersection of the curb- 
Walks of Wasbington street with the curb-waiks 
of the intersecting streets, so that — 2 
were in both streets, and that they ba been 
removed t6 points near the intersecti of the 
east and west ii of the cross-street@® with the 
curb-lines of WaSbington street, and so as to be 
whoily in Washington street. The lam as 
placed by the city lighted Washington street and 
the intersecting streets, but placed aa they now 
are afford little or no light to the intersecting 
streets. 

The cost of erecting the lamp- posts was raised 
by special assessments, the owners of property 
fronting on the intersecting strects paying their 
proportions respectively of the ussessments. 

Sec. 6uf the ordinance of Sept. 2, 1879, con- 
senting to the selection by the Board of West 
Park Commissioners of West Washington street 
from the west line of Halsted street to Central 
Park as a boulevard contains the fotlowing pro- 
vision: “ Provided, however, that nothing in this 
ordinance contained shall be construed as a 
waiver or relinquishment by or on tbe part of 
said city of any of its rights or powers in rela- 
tion to the laymg of water er gas-mains and 

pes. and the — 

n suid streets, and the regulating of openings 
for the same. All powers whicn said city now 
has ia relation to water and gt pipes and sew- 
ers and their conpections, an regulation of 
the same, and openings for the same in 
streets and alleys of Mid city being hereby ex- 

ressly reserved as to the said part ot West 

ashington street iu as ampie a manner as if 
the aforesaid consent were nut given. 

This provision is an express reservation to the 
city of the powers and rights therein men- 
tioned. ™ 


The auestion then igs whether the power to 
control and regulate the-street lamps, their lo- 
cation, etc., is within thé reservation. Ilo my 
opinion it clearly is. 

In your communication you say further: ft 
bas been discovered that in the improvement of 
said boulevard the water pipes will be left so 
near the surface of the street that there will be 


great danger of .

It will therefore be ary to cover the same 
to a sufficient depth to ure safety. 

Inasmuch as this extra work is made neces- 
gary by the action of said Park Commissiotiers, 
is it the duty of tuis department to do the work? 
and, if so, must it be at the expense of the city? 

lf a Board of Park Commissioners sees fit to 
make an improvement, the necessary effect of 
which is to damage the gas- main, service pipes, 
etc., by rendering them — useless, as 
stated in your communication, am of the 
opinion that such damage can and should be in- 
ciudedin the estimated cost of the improve- 
ment. Iam informed by the City Engineer that 
there will be no danger of the water in the main 
pipe freezing, on account of the rapidity with 
which it is forced through the pipe, but that 
there will be danger of the servive- pipes freez- 
ing. pipes were constructed at the ex- 
pense of the owners of the property which they 
serve, and if such owners shall suffer damage 
by the freezing of the water in the pipes it is a 
serious question whether the Commissioners 
may not be heid individually respoasipie for 
such damage. ' 

If it shall be necessary to lower water- 
pipes in the street by reason of —— 
improvement the city will not, in my opinion, 
be liable for the expense. I regard the question 
whether the city or the Board of Park Commis-

THE POOR-HOUSE AND INSANE ASYLUM 

The unoual report & the Wardeo of the Poor- 
House was presented and referred, It showed 
that the average number of inmates, counting 
employéa bad been 660, and the total 
expenses | 644,414, or a cost of 
twenty cents per capita. (There were 
440 inmates at the last report, 1,42 had been 
since admitted, 1,225 had been discharged, 150 
had died, and Wi remained Aug. I. The births 
had been 85—43 males and & females—and tne 
interments 807. 

The report for the Insane Asylum showed the 
average number of patients to be . the daily 
cost per capita for keeping them 44.cents, and 
the total expense $87,518. The report valued the 
products of the farm at $8,819, the principal 
item bemg 5,000 bushels of potatoes, and also 
noted the improvements ‘made at the several 
lustitutions during the year.

No 
new rumors about the railroad war were in 
circulation, and the competition between the 
roads has ceased apparently to be a matter of 
any concern to the speculating public. Wall 
stregt has never taken a serious view of the 
railroad yer. ‘Wabash makes a good exhibit of 
increased earnings, but does not gain in price. 
Coal stocksgwere not as active as the day be- 
fore. Ontario & Western advanced from 31\ to 
33% on account of the favorable interpretation 
put on the arrangement ‘with the New York, 
West Shore & Buffalo Road, as first announced 
in THE TRIBUNA. 

At the close the market was steady, although 
at lower prices tban the day before.

000 at the present time. An apparent misfort- 
une, however, often proves a real benefit, as 
was the case in this unSuccessful enterprise. 
The latter had a banking privilege which Mason 
determined to turn to account. He aban- 
doned the chemical scheme, but continued 
the banking privilege. Lhe eapital was only 
$300,000, but under good manageMent it has ac- 
cumulated a surplus of $4,000,000, which is act- 
ively at work. The result is dividends of 25 per 
cent per quarter and the present astonishing 
quotations. John Mason was the dry4oods 
colosdus of his day, and lett a large fortune. 
His nephew, John O. Jones, was President ot the 
Chemical Bank for forty years. He died recent- 
lyin a good old age, leaving an estate worth 
$2,000,000, most of which had been made by buy- 
ing business paper, in which he was an expert. 
Jones saw Chémical snares reach $1,000, which 
some considered the extreme of their possibie 
valuation. There are, however, no more to be 
had even at the last quotations, and it is now 
probable they will reach $2,000. 

Jennings says the foremost American railroad 
bond in London is the Baltimore & Ohio, ig hold- 
ing which a man always feels that he is 4 sale 
as if his money were in the Bank of Envland. 
This company has always kept faith with its 
English creditors, and therefore ft has a repute 
which would make the fortune of any of the 
numerous enterprises now lying neglected in 
brokers’ offices.

Let tho 2% cent and dollar subscriptions now be 
ing raised to erect a shaft of stone in some local 
cemetery or park be added to the $5,000 of- 
fered by the generuvus Englishmaun, and used 
with otber and larger sums in founding such a 
school fur the acudemic and political educa- 
tion of American youth. 

Such an iostitution would be 
worthy, and lasting monument to Gauarteld’s 
mewury—a mouument in full consonance with 
the intellectual character, tastes, and aspira- 
tions of the great and good man whose loss we 
80 much deplore. 

But if we are to have a stone monument tet 
us buve at Wastington one monument instead 
of three separate ones to commemorate the 
three great luminaries in our National history: 
Washington, Lineoin, Gartieid. Let the next 
course or section of the Washimgton monument 
be jiascribed “ Lincoln.“ and the tinal course or 
apex of the monument inscribed and dedicated 
to “@uaréeld,”’ Congress supplying auy deficiency 
in the popular subscription.

Desecration of Garfield’s Body.

It was enough for Mrs. Gardeld to give her 
copseut to the autupsy—and what the surgeons 
couldn't learn at that time should, so far as this 
event, have gove unlearned or unkoown. Every 
por uod of the President's corpse should have 
been returued ag sacred to the form in the 
casket apd the whole buried together. 

Much as | like to see the cause of medical and 
surgical science advanced and new light sued 
on the case. | caunot bear the thought that Gar- 
tiela’s body has beeu tampercd with and exper- 
imeuted upon in this common and unfeeling 
wuy by a lot of college dissecters—and that part 
of the body so sacred to usin lite ie lu a Cleve- 
land vault. and part bottied up in an anatom- 
ical museum in Washiagton. It doesn't seem to 
me just the thing tor even doctors todo. They 
vracticed ana experimented with probes, i 
ters, etc., un the poor man’s body for eighty 
long und painful days—iu utter ignorance, as 
they now confess, of away to save bim—and 
that ought to be enough, without this new at- 
tempt to shock the public mind by keeping a 
portion of his body out of tbe grave im order to 
prolong the periud of experiment and discus- 
sion. Notwithstanding their confession of ig- 
uorance, the people give them credit for great 
honesty. faithfulness, and sejif-sacritice, and that 
ought to sullice, without a redissection of the 
corpse, Which, after so much sorrow and 80 
lemuity, has disappeared from public view. The 
quarrel, too, which is zou ou between rival! 
schools—neither of which could diagnose the 
case or cure the patient—is very unseenily, if 
not shockingly disgusting, and the very lust 
person who, if Mrs. Garfield's peace of mind 
is consulted, should opeu the discussion or 
quarrel over so unpleasant and sorrowful a 
theme is the physician belonging to her own 
bousehoild. M.

Treat the German Parliament kept silent re- 
garding Gartieid’s death is quite natural, but so 
did Congress. Parliament was not in session. It 
the German Ambassador at Washington returns 
to this country with autograph letters from 
Emperor William and Bismarck, you may 
rest assured that such letters are not 
telegraphed over here in advance, such being, 
according to the Emperor's well-known views, 
decidedly in bad taate, and if it was for him to 
decide, those letters would not be published at 
ult. Ho does not make a circus of mourning, As 
a matter of fact, the [mperial Government did 
send telegrams of sympathy, according to your 
paper, and | do not comprebend what prompted 
vou to write today’s editorial. President Grévy 
is putfed up by you and the Emperor run down, 
while the Emperor has dove all that Grévv has 
done, and more—ordered bis Court Chaplain to 
preach on Monday. Why, it would be just as 
unreasonable to run Grévy down because ne 
did not attend the memorial service, but sent 
his representative. 

On the day of Garfield's funeral I received a 
letter trom a friend living in a little German 
village. I learned with glad surprise that the 
feeling for Garticld over there was a universal 
one, and that the village preacher prayed for 
Garfield's recovery, and the village minister is, 
80 to Speak. an officer of the Empire. Now, what 
good can your editorial do? People who read 
your owa paper with care must know and ro- 
member that Germany, officially and unoffi- 
cialiv, expressed her sympathy w ith Gurfleld and 
the Nation as well as any other country. What 
for such unwarranted attack? A GERMAN. 

[We have looked over the foreign dispatches 
for those numerous cablegrams of sympathy 
and condolence from the Emperor of Germany 
or his Chancellor, Bismarck, to Mrs. Garfield or 
the Secretary of State which this correspondent 
pretends to have read in Tux Tarinune, but 
have not been able to find them. In the issue of 
July 7 there is a dispatch from Washington say- 
ing that the Emperor of Germany inquired 
yesterday after the condition of President Gar- 
ficld ' (three days after he was shot), aud directed 
Count Beust at Washington to inform him there- 
of by cable, etc. After that tardy inquiry, 
nothing more is heard from the Emperor of 
Germany trom that day totbis, excep? that his 
Chaplain attended the American church mecet- 
ing in Berlin on the day of the funeral 
From the hour of the President's death to the 
hour of bis funeral—one week—all the civilized 
governments of the world, except the German, 
telegraphed messages of sympatby and condo- 
lence to the American Governinent or the strick- 
eu widow, aud three of the European Courts 
went into mourning; but not a word crossed the 
ocean from the Emperor Wilhelm. When the 
Socialist Noebling fired a charge of bird-shot at 
the Emperor, wounding bim about the face, 
a year or more ago, President Hayes dtd not 
wait three or four days before making inquiries 
us to the condition of the Emperor. but prompt- 
ly, through the Secretary of Kate, cabied his 
denunciation of the attcinpted assuasination and 
his gratification at the Ewperor's escape from 
death. The action of the two rulers stapds in 
marked contrast. We will make no reply to the 
coarse fling at the other European Courts that 
“ the German Emperor does not make a circus 
of mourning.” If the writer is satisued with 
the cold indifference of his Emperor, he bus no 
right to cast slurs at people of warmer temper- 
aménts and more sympathetic natures.— ED.

In 
an interview with a reporter Mr. Bronson, an 
extemsive lumber man, poiuted out that the 
lumber trade had suffered greatly this summer 
owlogz to delay in gett the logs Ww 
the mills, many of waich d been forced 
to close down for be season. There 
ure now nearly 300,000 logs which cannot be 
tlomted owing to the low state of the ae 
which has never been so low. It is said, thou 
thut it was vearly similar to the present co 
uon some thirty years ago, at a time, however, 
when the trade in this section was only in its 
infancy. His mill bas been closed down for 
nearly two weeks, compelling the discharge of 
nearly 20 wen, who have since gone to the 
shanties. His duily average cut was 200,000 feet. 
This forced suspension will necessarily curtail 
the season's operations. Last year his mili did 
not shut down tid the 20th of November, when 
Jack Frost cowpelied bim to do so. Ali the 
mills’ have been similarly affegted. Another 
dealer says good logs are growing scarce, and 
timber limits are enbancedin value. He was ino- 
clined to think there would be very little timber 
for sale ip Utiawa this full, while prices have 
been much better than last season.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
OWNING A VESSEL. 

Several times this season THe TRIBUNE has 
called attention to the overloading of vessels, 
and has claimed that the Captains and crews of 
such craft should refuse to go out of port when 
the vessels on which they are employed were 
dangerously overloaded by their owners or 
agents. The Captain of a vessel knows better 
than any one else when his craft has all she can 
safely carry, aud when owners or agents insist 
on further crowding their carrying capacity, 
they should be allowed to take the boats out of 
port themselves, Iwo vessels from this port 
have been drowned' this season through over- 
loading andthe lives of many on board them 
meediesly sacrificed. The following from the To- 
routo Mail puts the whole question in a nutshell: 
„It's a nice thing toowna vessel, and it's a 
mice thing to sail one, but then the latter is not 
quite soeasy asthe former. When an owner 
employs a Captain he should have sufficient con- 
fidence in him to let bim run it, or else send him 
ashore if he is not qualified. All summer com- 
plaints have been made by various Captains of 
the unnecessary and uncalled for interference 
of owners in matters cpnnected with a Cap- 
tain’s duties. One Captain on deck and half a 
dozen on the dock is the way one put it, but so 
far as any possible loss caused by obeying their 
orders would react on themselves alone, it is 
their own business. The fall gales; however, are 
now in order, and it is the duty of owners to see 
that their vessels are not ovefioaded, or 
the Captains forced, under pain of dismissal, to 
put to sea against their own better judg- 
ment. Owners who keep snugly ashore 
and gaze at their craft as they lie safely 
alongside the docks, often form a very erron- 
Hus Opinion of what weather they will tand. or 
the amount of freight they will carry. The 
majority of owners of sailing vessels are prac- 
tical men, but even some of them have been 
ashore so long that they forget what.a storm is 
like, but owners of steamers are principally 
com ed of capitalists. who only invest their 
sere cash with the hopes of large returns. 

y are the uvreasonable ones who in a days’ 
delay only count up the cost of keeping the 
crew, and in a smaller cargo than carried in fine 
weather, count only the dollars lost. One of 
this class, who has been long enough in business 

to Know better, is said to have objected toa 
Captain in bis employ because he was “too 
cautious,” but as his objection was made to an 
Olliciai, he received a fitting answer. It is to be 
boped that no other disaster will be chronicled 
this season, but if one occurs. let the posi- 
tion or wealth of the guilty screen from a 
well-deserved punishment." 1

Demand the Clerkship of the 
Criminal Court. 

A small meeting of colored men was held last 
evening in Olivet Baptist Church, John G. Jones 
presiding. The Chairman said the mecting bad 
been called for the purpose of indorsing the 
candidacy of Joseph Houser for the office of 
Clerk of the Criminal Court. They were all 
members of the Republican party, in the princi- 
ples of which they feit safe, but they wanted 
recognition of their race in the distribution of 


the offices. 

Mesers. Mitchell, Howard, and O. E. Brown 
were appointed a committee on resolutions, and 
during their absence Mr. Landre improved the 
occasion by a short speech. He said that if a 
man had been taken from the lowest pit he 
would vote for that man if be was a colored 
man. They could not get an Alderman or a 
County Commissioner, but he believed they 
could secure this nomination. for one of their 
own color. The speaker counseled unity and 
moderation in order to obtain this end. 

Samuel Wright said he was gald they had met 
to press the claims of a colored man for oflice, 
but was positively of opinion that they could 
not nominate Mr. Houser. nor could they elect 
bim if be should by aay chance secure the nom- 
ination. His aominvation would result in the 

DEFEAT OF THE WHOLE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 

II. C. Carter. of Mississippi, was called on for 
aspeech. He said that the colored men,in de- 
iunding a nomination for a representative of 
their race. were oaly following in the footsteps 
of the Irish. the Germans, and other nationali- 
ties. He counseled Cook County colored men 
above all things to see that they put forward a 
man of character and iutegrity as their candi- 
date. Passing to the condition of the negroes 
South, be deciared that there was 50.000 Repub- 
lican majority, made up of colored men, iu the 
alleged Democratic State of Mississippi. lu 
that State, Alabaiua, and Louisiana the negroes 
were worse off than defore the 
They had no rights, except 
they could not be sold, an 
no show in the courts, not even in the Federal 
courts. They were murdered and outraged, and 
had no redress. The consequence was that they 
had deterinined to migrate. They wanted to go 
somewhere within the cotton belt, and the Ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma, ceded to the United States 
for the use of the [Indians and Freedmen, was 
just what they wanted. 

TIE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 
reported six pages of closely- written foolscap, 
setting forth the claims of the colored men on 
the Republican party. The committee said that 
the negro was given on election day a ticket 
s0 loaded down with German, Scandinavian, 
and [rish names tat be sometimes wondered 
why the Republican party did not use him, if 
only to Awmericapize the ticket. The report set 
torth that the colored men presented their 
claims before the convention for the reason 
that after the convention their votes would be 
asked for, and they were “anxious to de in a po- 
sition to comply with the request. It renewed 
the alleginnce of the colored men to the Repub- 
lean party, ite precepta, examples, and grand 
achievements, and closed with an indorsement 
of Joseph Houser for the ollice of Clerk of the 
Criminal Court. 

F. J. Mitchell said he bad always been a Re- 
publican, but hereafter he intended to work 
solely for the interests of his race. They were 
tired of the way they bad been used, and did not 
consider the appointment of a negro asa janitor 
or spittoon-cléeaner in a public othee to bea 
proper recognition of their claims. In the great 
Republican State of Ulinvis they had not one 
representative ip the Legisiature. He was op- 
posed to the nominatiou of Houser, for the con- 
vention would never accept bim. 

James Jones believed it would be

to press the claims of Mr. Houser for this office 
for which be had no more chance of election 
than he bad to become President of the United 
States. A prominent Democrat had told the 
speuker that it mattered very littie who his 
party nominated for they could never elect him. 

William Baker suid he was oppused to the 
whole movement, and the way it had been got- 
tel up. He was opposed to Houser, who had 
said himself that be was much more of a Demo- 
crat than a Kepublican. Houser was not a 
proper man for the piace, and the speaker would 
never vote for him. ‘here were men among the 
colored voters of Chicago who ranked head and 
shoulders above bim. 

At this point the ineeting got into a perfectly 
absurd and ridiculous snar! about who should 
speak next, three or four insisting on talking at 
once. Dr. Washington got the floor at last, and 
indorsed the resuvlutions. Dr. Wright followed 
in opposition to Houser’s nomination, and J. C. 
Shreeve took the same ground. He thought it 
was perhaps possible to elect a colored County 
Coin missioner, and he would vote for four Dem- 
ocrats if necessary in order to gain that end. 

Mr. J. H. Howard said it was no use trying to 
run Houser. 

Mr. Brown deplored the tendency of the 
colored men toget into a rowamong themselves. 
The previous question was ordered. and some- 
thing like a tie vote was had on the adoption of 
the resolutions. But only seven s up in 
favor and eighteen voted against the resolu- 


tions. 

Mr. Mitchell offered a resolution approving the 
objects of the Freedmen's Oklahoma Associa- 
tion, and inviting all lovers of liberty and bu- 
manity to attend Mr. Carter’s lecture at Hershey 
Hail this evening. This was adopted, and the 
meeting adjourned.

The Former Owner of the Tract to 


Enter Suit in Fore- 
closure. 


It Will Be a Crushing Blow to Those 
Holding Only Warrantee 
Deeds. 


The papers will be filed in a court of chancery 
ina few days pertaining to a suit which em- 
braces many interesting features. It isa fore- 
closure suit brought by Gen. Henry F. Clark, of 
the United States Army, and a member of Gen. 
Hancock’s staff, Col. Robert D. Clark, Paymaster 
in the United States Army, and their two sisters, 
Miss Sara J. Clark and Miss Harriett 8. Clark, 
against William H. Colehour, the toynder of the 
Town of Colehour. The land involved is a little 
over 400 acres, and inciudes that tract known as 
Colehour, located in Secs. 8 and li, T. 
37, R. 13. Township of Hyde Park. In 
the year 1853 the late George W. Clark en- 
tered some 15,000 acres of land ia Lake County, 
Indiana, and in Hyde Park.

As the property was located close to the great 
ironworks of Irondale and within a mile of the 
South Chicago harbor it sold readily to working- 
men and others of like character at from $150 to 
$400 a lot. It is alleged that Colehour soid very 
nearly 1,600 of these lots, and obtained the money 
therefor.

of his own. He also furnished the purchaser 
with a formidable printed abstract, that pre- 
sented the condition of the property just as it 
was, although, in order to distinguish the vari- 
ous features, one woud have had to examine it 
very closely. Thus iar Colehour acted within 
the strict letter of the law, although in reality 
the ignorant Germans, Scandinavians, and oth- 
ers to whom he sold the lots imagined that a 
warrantee deed from him was ull that was nec- 
essary for a complete title in them provided 
they paid him up in full. Although Colehour 
received from the sale of the lots money sut- 
ficient to have paid the whole of his indebted- 
ness to the Clarks, he did not turn the -motey 
into the proper channel; in fact, not only 
did he fail to pay the Clarks their money. but be 
negieted to pay the taxes on the property for 
eight years, and also tailed to settle a 0u0 
mortgage which wus against the property when 
be bougbt it, and which be then assumed. The 
consequence is that the property was left in a 
very bad shape, and the Clarks had not the best 
prospects of getting theirmoney. The only way 
open for them was to foreclose on the property, 
and if they did this they would be compelied to 
deprive some 900 or 400 families of the home- 
steads which they had purchased of Colebour, 
but to which they had no other title than Cole- 
hour's wurrantee decd, and as Colebour 
has passed through bankruptcy and has judg- 
ments innumerable hanging over him, the pros- 
pects are not flattering tor their realizing much 
on bis warrantee. 

William H. Colebour was mixed up in the 
match-bond cases, and he was indicted by the 
Government for falsely swearing that be was 
the unincumbered owner of the property in 
qustion. On April 15, 1880, the United States re- 
covered a judgment against bim of $30,000 for 
debt, and $22,470 for damages. It is needless to 
say that these judgments remain unsatisfied. 
William Colehour bas connected with bim in bis 
operationsa brother named Charles. The lat- 
ter, it is claimed, is really the head of 
the Colehour family. He has had oc- 
casion to take advantage of the Dankrupt law, 
but it is said that be has of late madea great 
deal of morey in mining stock, and is now well 
fixed. His brother William transferred his in- 
terests in the Colebour tract to him some time 
ugo, and since then he has bandied the matter. 
He has repeatedly promised to make every- 
thing allright with the Clarks, and thus has 
secured a delay of the fureciosure until at last, 
patience ceasing to be a virtue, the Clarks are 
preparing to tuke decisive steps. 

Their urst move was to expend about $10,000 
in redeeming the property sold for taxes. They 
also gota complete abstract to the property, 
which showed all transfers made, This cost them 
nearly $700. Lawyers have been secured, and 
the prospects are that the suit will ve filed the 
first of next week, as ali the papers are ready. 

Apropos to the matter, it is well to refer to 
the state of feeling that exists among the hun- 
dreds of laborers who live at Culebour in little 
houses built upon land that they buve paid for, 
but for which they have no title. Their feelings 
when they discovered the state of affairs may be 
imagined. It is said that some of them are 
worked up to sucha frenzy of excitement as to 
make it really unsafe for the Colehours to live 
longer out at their town unless they do some- 
thing promptly toward settling the matter up iu 
a Satisfactory manner. 

THE PROPERTY INVOLVED 
is certainly worth $200,000, and the claim of the 
Clarks against it is figured up at about $150,090. 
The bill will be filed by William H. Montgomery, 
attorney for the Clarks. ‘ 


YOUNG MR. GOULD. 


The Beginning of a Wall Street Ca- 
reer That is Likely to Be Watched 
with Interest.

Among the defendants in the first sult arising 
from the corner in Hannibal & St. Joseph com- 
mou stock is George J. Gould. He is sued as a 
member of the firm of W. E. Connor & Co., brok- 
ers for A. L. Hopkins, who is short of 500 shares 
of the cornered stock. His position as a defend- 
ant is noteworthy because he isthe oldest son of 
Mr. Jay Gould, and because he is probably the 
youngest man who bas ever been a party to a 
transaction of the magnitude of the Hannibal & 
St. Joseph corner. His connection with it, how- 
ever, isto a large extent purely accidental, as 
his position in the street was not defined until 
two weeks ago, and after the cornering pool bad 
got well about its business. At that time he be- 
came a member of the firm of W. E. Connor & 
Co., and as such became a broker for Mr. Hop- 
kins, whose account had previously been given 
to a member of the firm. 

Young Mr. Gould is undoubtedly the young- 
est man who has, or has bad for many years, a 
recognized position in the street. He bad bare- 
ly attained bis majority when his father made 
him a partner in a tirm of which the other mem- 
bers were his own confidential brokers, W. R. 
Connor, and bis private secretary, G. P. Moro- 
sini. Mr. Jay Gould contributed to the capital 
of the firm, in behalt of his son, the sum of — 
000. The capitai invested by the other partners 
is not stated, but from their position and the 
fortunes it is presumed they have accumu- 
lated by their connection with Mr. Gould, itis 
estimated that they contributed about $250,000 
each, making the capital of the firm $1,000,000, 
This is an uuusual capital for a simple broxer- 
age house in which membership in the Stock Ex- 
change and the attendant credit supply toa 

reat extent the capital that would be requi 

n ordinary commercial business. It is under- 

stood that the new firm does not iutend to trans- 
act a general business—that is, to take accounts 
as commission firms do—but that its business 
will be confined to orders from Mr. Gould. 

Iu spite of the exclusive business which the 
firm will do, the junior partner, Mr. George J. 
Gould, is a person in whom the street naturally 
takes avery considerable interest. street 
Knows little of him, but believes that it is likely
